HAYES’ COMMUNICATION, 
AND WHAT WAS DONE WITH IT. 

The regular weekly meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was held last night. Mayor Hoyne in the 
chair. Every Alderman was in his place, with 
the exception of Ald. Lodding, and there was a 
large audience of citizens. 

TIME OF MEETING. 

Some amendments were made in the minutes 
of the last meeting, and Ald. Throop moved to 
reconsider the action of the Council in adopting 
rules for the guidance of the body. Carried. 

Ald. Throop moved that Rule No. 1 be so 
amended as to change the time of holding the 
regular meetings from 7:30 Monday evenings to 


| in the afternoon. 


After some discussion, Ald. Thompson pointed 
out that an ordinance was necessary to make the 
change. 

The motion was then referred to the Judiciary 
Committee, with instructions to present an 
ordinance on the subject. 

PAVING FULTON ST’EET. 

Ald. White called up and moved the passage 
of the ordinance in regard to the paving of Ful- 
ton street from Sangamon to Ada. 

Ald. Smith said water-mains were to be laid 
on the street, and he would move that the work 
be deferred until sixty days after this improve- 
ment wes effected. 

Ald. Thompson moved that the Board of Pub- 
lic Works be directed to advertise for proposals 


| for the work, and let it to the lowest bidder. 


The amendments were accepted by the mover, 
all the ordinance passed as amended.

Ihave directed our bookkeeper to forward your 
account, as requested, and shall be giad to receive 
your best counsel as to the course it is advisable 
for us and other holders of Chicago certificates to 
pursue, 


In order to elicit some expression of the pur- 
pose of the parties in possession of the city author- 
ity, T have addressed a letter to-day te the *Comp- 
troller of the City of Chicago’ (impersonally), — 
ing what is to be done in respect to the obligations 
already matured ana to those due June 1; aleo 
stating that it is of vital importance for the credit 
of the city that I should be officially informed, as 
its agent, what course is to be taken with its cred- 
itors. I hope to get from some one in possession 
of authority a detinite reply. I can only add that 
a continued default will affect the credit, not of 
the city alone, but of every corporation and busi- 
ness man within it. As public debt throughout the 
country has taken the form of city obligations, the 
default of 40 prominent a place as Chicago has in- 
mense significance, to a degree commensurate with 
its intrinsic importance and to its apprehended ef- 
fect upon others. Inthis aspect of the case the 
responsibility of delay or hesitation in continuing 
the negotiation of the certificates as heretofore, 
and the vigorous collection of taxes and their ap- 
plication to the reduction of the floating debt, will 
fall heavily upon those who permit it. Hoping 
that the City of Chicago may be spared ench a dis- 
grace, I remain, dear sir, yours truly,

I have replied by telegraph as follows: 

believe this city will provide honorably for 
its paper, notwithetanding the present unfortunate 
complications, I understand it is now almost cer- 
tain that the case between Mr. Colvin and Mr.

2. By viedging all the back taxes of 1876 and 
prior years for the certificates of indebtedness, 
and July and January interest, the policemen, fire- 
men, echpol-teachers, aud other creditors, of the 
city who hold none of the certificates of indebted- 
ness, will be robbed of-the funds appropriated and 
being collected for their payment. 

3. The laws of the State authorize collecting of- 
ficera of the towns and county to accept nothing 
put moner for taxes, and therefore the city has no 
ower to make the certificates receivable for all the 
back taxes. In fact. the present County Treasurer 
has frequently refused to receive any certificates or 
orders of the city in the manner proposed, al- 
though requested BF the Comptroller to do so. Re- 
spectfully submitted, S. S. Harss, Comptroller.

LOST ALL RESPECT FOR A COMPTROLLER 
who has held the office fortwo or three years and 
has leftthe employes of the city without their 
money. [Applauee.| If the gentleman has foat- 
ed for the last three or four months upon the cred- 
ulous apd grasping men of the East certificates 
against the City of Chicago, and these men actual- 
ly knew that those certificates were questionable as 


to their legality—if he could do that and 
get all the moncy he chose—why, I ask, 
did he not pay the employes of the 
city? Thatisthe question. [Appiause.] I have 


no confidence in any man, be he Comptroller or 
not, who would allow sucha state of things to come 
down to this Administration as is coming down to 
us at the present time.

If so, Chicago will feel 
grateful that ue has such a Finance Committee. 
If they are not able to pay the 8 cer- 
tainly they could not call upon Mr. Hayes 
without the people paying in their taxes, to pay the 
employes. Then I would say one word for informa- 
tion, and that is this: the employes of the City of 
Chicago would have been paid long ago. only for 
the very fact of the question arising, brought up 
and agitated by the newspapers, and only for the 
present trouble no gentleman’s heart would have 
bled as it does here to-night.

Ald. Briggs—If in order, I have some resolutions 
from the Finance Committee.

Ald. Sweeney—I wonld like to ask the gentleman 
if Mr. Hayes is not Comptroller antil the other 
gentleman qualifies. 

Ald. Sheridan—No, sir. 

Ald. Sweeney—By what authority? 

Ald. Sheridan—By the power of the Mayor he 
was removed a week ago. 

Ald. Sweeney—lHlas the other man qualified? 

Ald. Sheridan—That makes no difference. There 
is euch a thing as an interregnum. This is not the 
first time it has occurred. 

Ald. Sweeney—I suppose not. 

Ald. Sheridan—There has been an interregnum 
for the past week. 

Ald. Lengacher—With all due respect to the snc- 
ceesor of 8. S. Hayes whom von have appointed, 
I would like to ask if the charter does not say that 
the Comptroller shall serve until his accounts are 
accepted and the new Comptroller qualifies. I 
think he isthe Comptroller until Mr. Derickson 
has given his bond and is ec qualified. I think 
he is treated with ill-feeling. ‘hy can this paper 
not be received and referred to the appropriate 
Committee? 

Ald. Cullerton—Will you point out your authority 
for vour assertions? 

Ald. Leiwacher—Except he has filed his bond 
and has qualified he is not Comptroller. To whom 
shall Mr. Hayes tutn over his books? Toa man 
who has never furnished any bonds? Toa man 
who cannot conduct his own financial affairs? 

Ald. Gilbert—Sec. 1 of the Mayor's act gives the 
power to the Mayor to remove an officer, and says 
the Mayor may appoint any suitable person to dis- 
charge the duties of the o until his successor 
is appointed and qualified. It don't say that after 
an officer has been removed he is to hold over until 
his successor is appointed. 

Ald. Sweeney—Has the Mayor given Mr. Derick- 
son possession of the office? 

Ald. Gilbert—That don’t make any difference at 
all. 

Ald. Sweeney—It makes a great deal of differ- 
ence, it seems to me. 

Ald. Gilbert—It don't say that the person dis- 
charged shall be held over. Mr. Derickson was 
named last Monday evening, and he takes posses- 
sion of the office. 

Ald. Cullerton—I moved that thie be not re- 
ceived. 1 was taken by surprise that such a com. 
munication should come in. However, Iam not 
now of the opinion that it should not be received, 
and I favor the substitute by Ald. Gilbert. The 
gentlemen from the Seventh (Ald. Hildreth) has 
made a reference that Mr. Hayes would have paid 
the employes of the city some time ago had not 
this question arisen. I submit to the gentleman 
and his fricnds whether Mr. Hayes has not had, 
since last November or December, an opportunity 
of paying a portion of these men at least. [ will 
submit if it 2 not true that the mono ys paid by the 
taxpayers into the Treasury have

that had matured. I would submit to the centle- 
man if it is not a fact that it has been the habit of 
alarge portion, if not all, of the poorer classes 
and the middle classes invariably to pay their tax- 
es, and if it is not aleo a fact that that money was 
transferred from the City Treasury to New York, 
instead of its going to the payment of those men? 
Ald. Hildreth—Too thin. 

Ald. Cullerton—The gentleman in the rear says 
it's too thin. It is simply the difference of opinion 
that exists to-day, and it is the difference of opin- 
ion that was the cause of Mr. Hayes’ removal; and 
I desire to say that that communication was sub- 
mitted for no other pur : than guncombe. 

Ald. — — 

Ald. Cullerton—The removal of Mr. Hayes has 
taken effect. There is no question about that. 
Now, Mr. Hayes, in a part of his speech that is 
delivered to the public.—J presume that was 
written before this, or otherw he would have 


seen the mistake, —says: 


1. Because the Mayor's act, and the removal 
clause in the eral law of 1872, are probably un- 
constitutional, and their methods of proéedure are 
against the common law and common e 

2. Because, even under these acts, I could not 
be removed, except upon charges disqualifying me 
from office, and upon which 1 had a right to be 
heard before it could take effect. 

** 3. Because the act of removal never was at- 
tempted at all. but was wo! reported to the as- 
sembly of Aldermen, and only on the following 
Wednesday a document was written and dated back 

to antedate the meeting of Councilmen, and left at 
my office to afford a legal basis for the pretended 
removal two days before; and 

4. Because Mr. Hoyne was not Mayor of Chi- 
cago by lawfal election, or in fact, and had not the 
power to displace me by a removal or by the ap- 
1 of a successor, whether to fill a vacancy, 

f there be a vacancy, or otherwise.” 

If the gentleman was not so hot-headed he would 
not feel so sore. I aga surprised at a gentleman of 
Mr. Hayes’ intelligence submitting such a docu- 
ment to the public. It is an insult to this body and 
to the community. 

Ald. Lengacher—To a few of them. 

Ald. Cullerton—Yes. The act under which Mr. 
Hayes was removed under was approved April 10, 
1875. If he had taken the trouble to quote the 
truth, I would have taken no exceptions, but I do 
take exception to the receiving by the legislative 
body of this city of a document like this, particu- 
larly when itis signed by ‘‘S. 8. Hayes, Comp- 
troller.” I wonder why he did not sign this speech 
8. 8. Hayes, Comptroller.” Now, Ihope that 
the document will not be received. I don’t believe 
it Ought to be. I believe that his speech with refer- 
ence to the r man is entirely out of place, and I 
believe it isthe duty of the legislative authority of 
this city, as soon as the question can be 
determined in the courts, to see that the 
emp!oyes of the city shall be paid. I hope that the 
decision of the courts will be a final one, and I be- 
lieve it for the best interests of the city that it 
should so be agreed upon. I don't believe that 
Mr. Colvin, should he be unsuccessful, would at- 
tempt to occupy the chair. It would be useless for 
him todoso. The credit of the city would be 
worse than while he was Mayor. Mr. Colvin as 
Mayor, and Mr. Hayes as Comptroller, with the 
Council with them, had an opportunity of preserv- 
ing the creuit of the city. 

WHY DIDN’T THEY DO IT? 

Simply because the capitalists of this city and the 
business-men had lost ali contidence in Mr. Col- 
vin’s administration. That is the reason, to a 
great extent, why Mr. Llayes was compelled to go 
East to borrow money. You may as well look at 
this question as itis. Mr. Colvin, should the courts 
restore him to power, would be in a worse condition 
than he was for months prior to these questions 
arising. Your Honor will be declared the legal 
Mayor, I have no donbt, and it is a question forthe 
courts, brought up by Mr. Colvin, who asks you 
why youare Mayor. The courts will settle it right 
away. I have no doubt that, if thie question was 
left entirely out of the courts, the capitalists 
and everybody would recommend the legislative 
authority to pay the employes, and even if this 
thing is not decided in a week the employes will be 
paid. LIbelieve and hope this matter will be ended 
after the decision of the Court, it matters not 
which way it goes, and I hope that communication 
will not be received. It is improper to receive it, 
inasmuch as Mr. Hayes signs himvelf Comptroller. 
He has been removed under the act of 1875, and 
that settles it. 

Ald. Hildreth—I hope it will be referred. It 
matters not whether he signe himself Comptroller 
ornot. If such a document could be putin the 
breasts of a great many of the gentlemen who 
characterize the acts of Mr. Hayes, I tell you they 
would speak more intelligently on the financial 
condition of this city than they do at the present 
time. There is not a gentleman in this Council 
that is able to discuss the question of our finances 
equal with Mr. Hayes. You may differ with him 
in policy, but as this question has been probed and 
you are going to the bottom of it, you find that it is 
one of the patent facts that itis an utter impossi- 
bility todo away with this certificate business. 
You have characterized them as illegal picces of 
paper floating around for the purpose of swindling 
the public, and now the regime is toindorse by a 
stamp procedure these certificates that are illegal, 
and by stamping these facts on them we will make 
them legal. I find everything checks up beautiful- 
ly in the Comptroller's office. Everything is found 
correct, except in the City Collector's office. 

Ald. McAuley—A point of order. The gentleman 
is discussing things not pertinent to the issue. 

The Chairman—Confine yourself to the question. 

Ald. Hildreth—Yes, but inasmuch as Ald. Culler- 
ton ran so far away, I thought it was a sort ofa 
free school, and I would go in on the same road. 
Some say the communication is 

AN INSULT TO THIS COUNCIL. 
I don’t beheve Mr. Hayes would insult any gen- 
tleman in this Council orin Chicago. When men 
talk of his insulting them, they talk of something 
I have never yet heard placed at Mr. Hayes’ door.

THE FINANCIAL QUESTION. 
RESOLUTIONS OF THE COMMITTEE. 

Ald. Briggs offered the following resolutions, 
and moved their passage: 

Waereas, There are certificates of indebtedness 
now outstanding against the city, and soon to be- 
come due, for the payment of which there are no 
immediate cash means available ; 

Now, for the purpose of defining the position of 
the City Government in reference thereto, and to 
provide for the payment thereof, be it 

Resolred, That we recognize the obligation of 
this city to pay all ontstanding certificates issued 
against the appropriations of former years, upon 
which money has been loaned and charged to the 
credit of the city upon the Comptroller's books. 
And that, for the purpose of retiring said certifi- 
cates, we do hereby pledge all taxes now remaining 
uncollected of the taxes of the yeare 1872, 1873. 
and 1874, as well as the taxes levied for the year 
1875, except so much thereof as may be required 
to pay the accruing interest upon the funded debt 
of the city up to the Ist of January, 1877, amount- 
ing to about $946,000; and also except sufficient 
to pay all arrears of wages and salaries up to 
April 1, 1876. 

Resolved, Further, That all said taxes shall be 
collected as epeedily as may be, and set apart in 
the Treasury as a separate fund to draw against 
for that purpose;and that annually, or oftener, 
the Comptroiler shall pay out to each certificate- 
holder his pro-rata share said fund 
so held and collected, until all said certifi- 
cate indebtedness shall be paid, with interest; and 
that in case of any deficit or balance remaining un- 
collected or anpald atthe end of three years from 
the date hereof, such balance shall be paid out of 
the Treasury from such sum as may be ra and 
appropriated for that purpose. 

tesolred, further, That in order to specifically 
validate all said certificates, and schedule and 
classify them on the Comptroller's books, the 
Comptroller shall prepare a suitable stamp or device 
and stamp each of said certificates; and that the 
holders thereof be required to present the same, 
and that the words and figurcs shall be stamped 
thereon, ‘*payable ont of the taxes of 72, 73 
74, and 75, and on or about the ist day of June, 
1879"; provided that in all cases the interest on 
such certificates shall be paid out of said fond

The strongest protests against this style 
oft machine“ candidacy came from interior 
Democrats, but itis only fair to say, their senti- 
ments were re-echoed by the better element of the 
party in the City of New York. It was so appar- 
ent as to be remarked on all sides that Gov. Tilden 
had determined that all action must tend one way 
and be snbinissive toa preconceived programme. 
In fact, the majority of the delegates to Utica were 
fore-doomed to be idle, superfluous instrumente in 
the hands of a few wirepullers whom they could 
not reach, and to Whom it was useless to protest or 
offer any resistance.

THE BERLIN CONFERENCE—A RUSSIAN VIEW OF 
THE SITUATION. 
Correspondence af the London Times. 

Beriix, May 10.—The Salonica murder gives 
rise to deep musings. If euch an outrage can oc- 
cur in a semi-Europeaniz: town, at a port 
and a commercial emporin of the first im- 
portance, the life and property of the Franks, it is 
thought, cannot be very safe in any part of Tur- 
key. The apprehensions awakened by this consid- 
eration are aggravated by the notable circum- 
Stance that the perpetrators of the brutal 
deed are a small minority at Salonica, there being 
enly 10,000 Mohammedans inthe town, against 
40, 000 Jews and 30,000 Grecks. Indeed, for euch 
a daring deed to have been possible ina place so 
little Turkish in itself, and so easily accessible to 
karopean interference, is a proof that the ruling 
race of the Ottoman Empire must have been pow- 
erfully excited by the events of the last few 
mouths. The measures of the German Govern- 
ment will probably reflect the serious impression 
produced by the incident. 

The-Berlin Conference will ofen to-morrow or 
the day after. As far as can be ascertained, Count 
Andrassy will not entertain any Russian proposi- 
tions touching an Austrian occupation of Bosnia, 
unless authoffzed to take the step with the consent 
and at the joint expense of all the signatory 
Powers. It is also expected he will endeavor to 
obtain the active co-operation of some other Power 
in the military part of the proceedings, although 
this may not be considered a sine quf non. if the 
joint approval of the Treaty States can be secured. 
As Russia wishes to send the Austrians into Bosnia 
to assist in the formation of something like another 
vaseal State with a Sclavonic bias, one must admit 
that the reservations attributed to Count Andrassy 
are the least that could be anticipated from the au- 
thor of the note of the 20th of December. Russian 
intentions seem tg be pretty frankly explained in 
the following passages from a Russian semi-ofticial 
paper in the Polistftongue, the Gazetta Warszaweka: 

Though the majority of all Anstrians are 
Sclaves, the Germans rule in the western. while 
the Magyars govern the eastern part of the Mon- 
archy. Neither of the dominant nationalities wish 
to reinforce the Sclave element by Tarkish annexa- 
tions,—-a measure which, moreover, might not be 
altogether approved by powerful neighbors. On 
the other hand, fresh additions to the South 
Sclavonic Principalities seem to be equally 
undesirable, because of the attraction they 
are likely to exercise upon the Sclavonians 
in Croatia, Dalmatia, and Southern Hungary. The 
position of Russia, the other Power directly inter- 
ested in the matter, is different. Russia has a 
consistent and traditional policy, with definite 
aimsand objects. Russia neither fears a rein- 
forced Servia and Montenegro, nor the establish- 
ment of new independent State in that quarter. 
To Russia, the maintenance of Turkish rule has 
never been indispensable, and to-day less so than 
ever. Atthis point the interests of Russia and 
Austria separate. They are. however, united 
by both Powers being anxious to maintain 
ace, and because for the present the status quo 
n Turkey cannot be destroyed without bringing on 
a European war. We say for the present, it being 
obvious that prolonged rebellion, mismanagement, 
and bankruptcy will effectually precipitate the fall 
of the Ottoman Empire. It all comes to this. that as 
Russia profited by the last war between Germanyand 
France to abatish the Black Sea clause, so the next 
tournament between the two Western antagonista 
should be turned to account for direct forcible 
operations inthe East. By the time this tourna- 
ment comes on, the Turkish pear is supposed likely 
to be ripe. For these very sufficient reasons. peace 
has to be maintained ‘for the moment.’ To be 
sure, if this friendly avowal is thrown away on 
Germany and France, they will have no night 

they leapt into the frying-pan for 
of a timely warning. Most probably 
the fruit will never be sufficiently ripe to drop 
from the tree, without a shake or two: but there is 
every chance that it may soon be gathered without 
the operation necessarily inducing a general war. 
Such a war would be very dangerousjust now. Were 
it to break out at the present moment. Germany, 
the third associate in the Northern Alliance, would 
be arbiter,—a contingency the less desirable, as 
her power is already greater than her neighbors 
wish, or the European balance of power can en- 
dure. 

Delightfully candid. With the light afforded by 
this article there remains nothing. to explain in 
the Russian doings in 1 urkey, with Servia and 
Montenegro permitted to make war against the 
Sultan and the Sultan prevented from making 
reprisals. Thanks, too, to what the Warsaw paper 
is allowed to avow about the reason advising the 
momentary maintenance of peace. the language 
dictated w Bi. ete! ur organs requires ne 
longer any particular sagacity to interpret.

The 
low class of Chinese, however, attribute it to su- 
pernatural agency. The real purpose is unknown. 
Same believe it to havea political bearing, others 
merely a device of ingenious speculators in human 
hair. The effect is becoming serious with the igno- 
rant part of the community. 

A Consul-General is to be sent to Japan. 

The pirates of the steamship Pelican hare been 
arrested, and $12,000 of $25,000 plunder, recov- 
ered, 

The case of the German ship Anna will probably 
be settled without vielence. The Chinese Govern- 
ment has vielded totwo of the three demands of 
the German Minister, and inflicted punishment by 
executing the pirates, degrading the Mandarins in 
the vicinity of the place where the scizure and 
murders occurred, and burning down two villages 
where the plundered cargo was concealed. The 
third demand of the German Envoy relates only to 
indemnity, and will probably be settled without 
difficulty.

METHODISTS. 

Batrtuonx, Md., May 29.—Bishop Ames presid- 
ed at the morning session of the Conference. 

Majority and minority reports of the Committee 
on the State of the Church were taken up, the 
question of mixed Conferences, or a division of 
Conferences on the color line in the South, being 
the point under discussion. The majority report 
recommended that the question of division into 
white and black be left to the Conferences inter- 
ested, and the minority recommended that no new 
annual conferences should be organized, or new 
conference lines establishd, because of any differ- 
ence existing between persons of African and 
Anglo-Saxon origin. 

After a long discussion the majority report was 
adopted with amendments. As amended it pro- 
vides that whenever it shall be requested by a 
majority of the white and colored members of any 
Conference that such Conference should be divided 
into two or more Conferences, itis the opinion of 
this Conference that such division should made, 
and the Bishop of the district ie authorized to carry 
such request into effect. The provision applies to 
all Conferences without regard to geographical po- 
sition. 

On motion of Dr. Fuller, a resolution was adopt- 
ed providing fora division of the Georgia and Ala- 
bama Conferences into two Conferences each, in 
accordance with the unanimous request from these 
Conferences. 

Report No. 6, on the Book Concern, was consid- 
ered and adopted. It provides that all newspapers 
now published by tsuthority of this General Con- 
ference be continued; that the Pittsburg Cristian 
Advocate be published by the New York Book 
Agents, under control of the Bk Committee: that 
the Pacifie Christian Advocate be paid $2,500 by 
the New York agents, to relieve it of its present 
necessities, and $500 per annum for the continu- 
ance of the paper during the next quadrenniam, 
and in case it cannot be sustained with said 
amounts, that it be discontinued; that $2,000 per 
annum be paid by the Western Book Agents to the 
Methodist Advocate, at Atlanta, and should such 
sum be insufficient to sustain it, that it be discon- 
tinued. 

Report No. 8 of the Committee on Book Concern 
was considered, amended, and ‘adopted. Under 
this report the matfer of establishing a book depos- 
itory at New Orleans was referred to the New York 
Book Agents, with directions to make such ar- 
rangements for the sale of books in New Orlaans as 
they may deem advisable. The New Nork agents 
are als} instructed to publish a weekly Sunday- 
school and missionary paper, under the ma e- 
ment of the Sunday-School Department and Mis- 
sionary Secretaries, and $10,000 from the Mission 
ary Society is appropriated for its support. The 
Sunday-School Journal shall be published month- 
ly, as at present, and that the normal class and 
Missionary Advocate be discontinued. 

Report No. 1, from the Committee on Lay Dele- 
ates, wastakenup. Dr. Buckley, of New York, 
Lust, proposed a substitute f the report to the 

effect that 

Wiereas, The introduction of lay representa- 
tion in annual Conferences is an important ques- 
tion, but no plans as yet presented are practicable, 
therefore the Board of Bishops be authorized to 
appoint a Commission of nunisters and laymen to 
consider the matter of lay representation in an- 
nual Conferences and to 9 a plan to the next 
General Convention if the Commission shall deem 
the same advisable. 

The substitute of Dr. Buckley was adopted—yeas 
180, nays 63. 

Report No. 13, from the Committee on Mis- 
sions, recommending that the General Cemmittee 
on Missions and General Committee on Church Ex- 
tension, Which meet annually in New York and 
Philadelphia, shall consist of the same persons, to 
be appointed from the several Conference Districts, 
and that the expenses of said committee should be 
eqiWfitably divided, and id from the Missionary 
Fund and Church Extension Fund, was adops ed. 

The report of the Committee on American Bible 
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Society was taken up. It states that the receipts of 
the Society for the last four years have been 
$4.50, 370 lows than the pregeding four, whieh is 
ly owing to financial d ion, an partly to 
rresponsibility of the Auxtilary bociot on. The 
report le to be amended by Indorsing the manage. 
mentand work of the American Bible Soclety, and 
recommending that aubscriptionas in ite ald be taken 
up in Methodist Churches, Adopted as amended, 
The reportof the Committee on Temperance, 
utterly opposing the importation, manufacture, 
and sale of intoxicating drinks, and in favor of 
ea prohibition, and advising all members of the 
Church to abetain from use of tobacco as injurious 
to both soul and body, was adopted, 
The report also recommends Conferences not to 
pass candidates for the ministry who use tobacco.

NORTHERN PRESBYTERIANS, 

New York, May 20.—The Presbyterian General 
Assembly to-day took up the report and resolu- 
ons of the Committee on Home Missions and 
Sustentation. The first and second resolutlons, in 
regard to the sustentation scheme, were adopted; 
also, the proposed rules for the guidance for the 
Home Mission Board. 

A motion to adopt the report as a whole having 
been made, it was alleged that a part of the resolu- 
tions bad been misunderstood by some members. 
It was then moved to recommit the report, and, 
afer an animated debate, the motion was carried. 

The réports of the Committees on Synodical 
Records, so far as made, recommend the approval 
of the records, though the writing and spelling of 
the records of the Synods of Cincinnati were spoken 
ofas open to criticism. Al! the reports were 
adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence 
was read by Dr, Prime, who said that the Northern 
and Southern Churches were about to be united. 
Uur overture, made on Friday last to the Southern 
Assembly, has been met in a spirit becoming gen- 
tlemen and Christians. | Loudapplause. | The reso- 


| lution passed by the Southern Assembly, in Savan- 


nah, was readand received with applause. The Doc- 
tor then said the question was now eettled. Tue 
days of ö sorrow, and division are now 
past, and fraternal relations are again established. 

Dr. Prime then read the Southern resolution, or 
one modeled on it, and said that the Committee 
recommended that some resolution declarative of 
the spirit in which this action was taken be adopt- 
ed, to. show a disposition on our part to 
end all seeming hindrance to the friendly feeling 
of the Assembly. It explicitly declares that, while 
condemning certain acts and the deliverances of the 
Southern General Assembly, noacts or deliverances 
of the Northern General Assembly, or of the his- 
torical bodies of which the present Genera] Assem- 
bly is the sncecessor, are to be construed or admitted 
as impugning in any way the Christian character of 
the Southern General Assembly. The resolutions 
were received with lond applause. 

Judge Strongthen moved the adoption of the 
resolution, which was adopted by a standing vote. 
and amid great applause the report of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Missions was adopted, and the As- 
seinbly took a recess. 

After the recess the Assembly heard an address 
from Mrs. Hill, on the Society of Friends. 

A report of the Ministerial Relief Fund was sub- 
mitted, showing a reduction of 25 per cent inthe 
amount given out. The deficiency ſu the past year 
was only $700. The receipta of funds for current 
use during the last year exceeded those of the pre- 
vious year $734. ‘The amount of funds for current 
use received from 2, 100 churches and other sources 
was $780.55, the whole of which has been ex- 
pended. 

The Rev. Dr. Adair, who presented the report, 
presented a paper placed in his hands by the Spe- 
cial Committee appointed at the last Assembly rec- 
ommending that the Relief Committee be consti- 
tuted a Board; that this Board be composed of 
twelve members, with the Secretary and Treasurer 
ex-officio members. He said $100,000 was needed 
during the current year. 

The report and recommendation was accepted, 
and the Committee on Theological Seminaries then 
made its report, showing that during the past year 
they had enjoyed very great success, It called 
attention to the importance of the education of 
young men to work among the German popula- 
tien. Severalof the German seminaries pad in- 
creased their facilities, and the report called at- 
tention to the Lincoln University aud Diddle Semi- 
hary as institutions for the education of colored 
men for the ministry. 

The Rev. Dr. Adama, of the Union Theological 
Seminary, in speaking on th: report, complained 
tnhat too many young men who were sent to 
seminaries were not adapted for the ministry. He 
believed that, ar tor as possible, these institutions 
should be made self-supporting. 

Dr. Boardman moyed that Trustees and Profes- 
sors be recommended to pay especial attention to 
the piety of students. This was lost. 

The report of the Committee was then adopted, 
and the business session then adjourned. 

A Centennial praise-meeting was then held.

At the meeting of the Methodist pastors vester- 
day morning the request of the Chicago District 
Camp-Meeting Association for the co-operation 
and indorsement of its enterprise, was discussed at 
length.

After the usual routine business had been disposed 
of a general discussion was entered upon as to the 
best manner of refuting the unbelief of those in- 
fidels who persist in thrusting their opinions and 
views upon Others, and whether it really paid to 
argue with them atall.

The Republican Convention of Louisiana 
meots to-day at New Orleans. Following 
the unfortunate habit of the citizens of that 
State, nearly every parish (county) will be 
represented by two sets of delegates, about 
tqually entitled to places in the Convention. 
A bolt will probably ensue, and the squabble 
eventually drag its unwelcome length into 
the national body of Republicans at Cin- 
nati. 


Thesame dispatches which announce the 
discontinuance of Taroporz Tomas’ con- 
certs through an almost entire absence of 
patronage herald the retention of Jubilee 
Grimore as director of the slam-bang mu- 
ical“ feats to be performed the Fourth of 

July. The ears of the Centennial ground- 
lings must be split with the Bostonian chord 
in many guns, with sky-rockets in Ursa 
Major. That's flat. 


At the close of Harwnerr’s testimony, 
Speaker Kerr put in a general denial under 
oath of the charges against him, stating that 
he was not conscious of ever having seen 
Harney before, and was positive he had 
never received him in his yoom. It will be 
the policy of the defense to impeach Han- 
wer's evidence, and Mr. Kern's friends are 


said to be confident of establishing his in- 


nocence and of proving that the witnesses 
against him have been guilty of perjury. 


Gen. Snenrman’s orders from Gen. SHer- 
man to afford protection to parties returning 
from the Black Hills and to parties engaged 
in transporting supplies thither are likely to 
be called into execution at once. The dis- 
patches this morning recite that more par- 
ties are leaving every day than arrive in a 
‘week, and that large numbers of hostile In- 
dians are hanging around ready to attack 
whenever a good opportunity offers. All the 
young warriors have left the Rep Coup 
Agency to join Sirrme Boi in the North, 
and the indications are that the troops mov- 
ing in that direction will have to contend 
against the whole war force of the Sioux. 


The citizens’ meeting yesterday, with con- 
siderable unanimity, adopted a series of reso- 
Iution advising that all the outstanding cer- 
tificates be called in, and that the holders be 
requested to extend the time of payment of 
the same for a period of one, two, and three 
years; also, that for the certificates maturing 
on the ist of June there be arrangements 
made with the holders for an extension, or, 
failing in that, that the banks of the city be 
requested to take up such certificates. It 
was further recommended that to pay these 
outstanding certificates all the uncollected 
taxes be pledged, except so much as may be 
necessary to pay the interest on the funded 
debt. A counter-proposition to renew the 
old certificates by the issne of new ones was 
voted down. The viciousness of the certifl- 
cate system scems to be generally conceded. 

Ex-Comptroller Hayes had the bad taste 
to send to the Common Council last evening 
a letter ombodying his views on the question 
of certificates and his objections to the plan 
adopted by the conference of citizens and 
city officers in the morning. Mr. Hayes’ 
letter contained two assumptions not in ac- 
cordance with the facts—first, that he is 
Comptroller of the City of Chicago, and, 

_ second, that he alone is capable of managing 
the city finances and of preparing a perfect 
plan of administration.” The first is lis 
pendens ; the second has beensettled irrev- 
ocably in the negative. The Council very 
properly declined to receive the communica- 
tion, and signified its estimate of the ex- 
Comptroller's views by voting in direct op- 
position to them—by adopting the plan 
agreed upon at the morning conference. 


After two weeks of discussion and debate 
the Senate last evening reached a final vote 
on the question of jurisdiction in the BxL- 
KNAP case. The decision was in the affirm- 
ative, the Senate determining by a vote of 
87 to 29 that it can exefcise jurisdiction. 
The question was not made a strict party 
issue, several Republicans voting yea, and 
about an equal number of Democrats 
voting against jurisdiction. The sottle- 
ment of this question is regarded as 
indicative of a protracted session, un- 
leas the Democrats in the House will 
consent to the postponement of the im- 
peachment trial until autumn, which they 
are not likely to do, as they count upon the 
BMA impeachment as an important cam-

steady. Wheat was active and closed ic 
lower, at $1.07 cash and $1.07} for July. 
Corn declined $c, closing at 45}c for May and 
439% for qune. Oats declined }@}c, closing 
at 280 for May and 28% for June. Rye 
was firm, at 70@70}c. Barley was irregular, 
closing at 70c cash and 54@55c seller June. 
Hogs were dull, and closed weak at 15@20c 
decline. Cattle were inactive and weak, 
with sales at $3.00@4.90 for poor to choice. 
Sheep were in demand at Saturday's quota- 
tions, —$3.75@5.50 for choice. One hundred 
dollars in gold would buy $112.87} in green- 
backs at the close. 


A heavy shrinkage in provisions has been 
going on during the past two weeks, prices 
having declined about $2.50 per brl on pork, 
24 cents per pound on lard, 11 cents 
per pound on meats,—an average de- 
crease of about 16 per cent. Serious losses 
have resulted, though up to this time but 
three failures have occurred. The fear of a 
general collapse in the market has made it 
weaker than it otherwise would have been, 
the effect being to increase the number of 
those anxious to sell. There is, however, good 
reason to believe that the worst is over, but 
not much promise of an immediate improve- 
ment, as the break in prices appears to have 
influenced farmers to hurry forward their 
hogs rather than risk a further decline. Ex- 
perienced and cautious operators had for 
some time regarded prices as too high for 
safety, and had held aloof, and the decline 
has seriously hurt only the more venturesome 
and speculative parties. It is believed that 
the consequences to the trade will not be 
more disastrous than they have been already. 


There is something very dreadful in the 
directness and circumstantiality of the story 
told by Hanwery relative to his having paid 
Speaker Kerr $450 during the Jouxsox Ad- 
ministration to secure the appointment of a 
man named Green, of New York, to the 
army. Mr. Kerr has always enjoyed the 
reputation of an honest man, and his elec- 
tion as Speaker Has been regarded as the 
fairest thing which the Democrats in Con- 
gress have done. If he be successfully im- 
peached as a Congressional bribe-taker and 
office-broker, his downfall will be as much of 
a national disgrace as was that of BxLXNAr. 
We have no desire to make party capital out 
of this affair. We sincerely hope that 
Speaker Kerr may be able to vindicate him- 
self; but the conviction is almost forced 
upon us that he took the money. The story 
which Harney tells is too explicit and straight- 
forward to pass for an invention, and 
there is an absence of all reason or mo- 
tive for inventing it. He says that 
Green paid him (Harner) $410) first, 
that he (Harney) added $40 to this, that he 
handed the $450 to Kerr, who put it in his 
pocket, and that Green, after he got his ap- 
pointment and had gone home, remitted Han- 
ney the $40 he had added. Mr. Krrr’s friends 
claim that Harxey, having represented to 
Green that he had paid the money to Kerr, 
now swears it through to protect himself. As 
against this, it will be regarded as strange 
that Kerr should have gone outside his own 
district and State to make this army appoint- 
ment after his first appointment had failed. 
Yesterday Hanxzr gave his evidence in the 
presence of Kerr, and never wavered, though 
subjecte? to a searching cross-examination. 
Harnry, it appears, is not a voluntary wit- 
ness. but has been reluctantly compelled to 
tell the story, and, unless Mr. Kerr can find 
some means to demonstrate that he received 
no money at that time, and that Harney is 
unworthy of credit, we do not see how Con- 
gress can decently avoid the duty of expel- 
ling their Speaker,—a national disgrace with- 
out precedent. 


BLAINE AND HIS ENEMIES. 

It has been the boast of Christian civiliza- 
tion that the great American people, after a 
desperate war of four years, in which the 
sacrifice of life and treasure was unprece- 
dented, re-established their Union on a more 
enduring basis, returned an army of a mill- 
ion of men to the pursuits of peace, and put 
their free institutions in full operation with- 
out the taking of one human life, or the con- 
fiscation of a dollar's worth of property, as 
punishment for the rebellion against the 
Government. It was a grand triumph of 
peace, humanity, and national fraternity 
over all the fierce passions and hatreds which 
are the natural product of a civil war. It 
has been one of the proudest events in the 
history of the Republicthat the moment the 
defeated army had laid down its arms the 
whole American people instantly became 
united, and that neither courts nor scaffolds 
were called upon to punish even the great- 
est of the many traitors. There was not a 
stain of blood upon the white banner which 
Peace unfurled over the again united Ameri- 
can people. 


The managers of the late Republican Con- 


vention in this State have put forth, in the 
name of the Republican party, the extraor- 
dinary declaration that the policy of leniency 
by the Republican party toward the people 
recently in rebellion against Federal author- 
ity has resulted in the death by violence of 
at least 5,000 Unionists, white and black, 
since the commencement of the present 
policy of reconstruction,” and it is but proper 
that the false, malicious, and scandalous 
statement should be denounced and rebuked. 
Tue Trisune has done so, and the men who 
practiced that fraud charge that Tar Tarin- 
UNE is acting under the mortification that 
Biainz, and not Bristow, delegates were 
selected by the Convention. Tae Caicaco 
Tripung has expressed the opinion that, 
taking all things into consideration, includ- 
ing civil-service reform and the certainty of 
success, Mr. Bristow was the most eligible 
candidate proposed to the Cincinnati Con- 
vention. We have regarded his nomination 
as the most advisable, because there would 
be no defense necessary in his case. His 
own name and record are their own defense, 
and put assault at defiance. His personal 
and official integrity is known to the people, 
while his abilities are conceded universally. 
We have not opposed Mr. BLA. We have 
regarded him as one of the two candidates who 
were to be preferred to all others, and if Mr. 
Bristow appeared to us to be the stronger 
and more advisable person to nominate, we 
by no means considered that it would be im- 
possible to rally a majority of the American 
people to the support of Mr. BLA. We 
have regarded that in certain pivotal States, 
such as Ohio in October and New York in 
November, Mr. Bristow would place success 
beyond doubt ; but we have never thought 
that with Mr. Bram there would be peril- 
ous danger of defeat. He is a man of large 
and liberal views, a great favorite with mul- 
titudes of people, widely known and ad- 
mired, conspicuous man in the history of 
the last fifteen years, an admirable executive 
officer, a warm-blooded, genial, and expe- 
rienced statesman, who would adorn the of- 
fice of President. Tux Cuicaco Tarox will 
cheerfully and enthusiastically support him 
if he be nominated at Cincinnati. 

The very reasons, however, which com- 
mend Mr. Bran to the American people 


| 


are, that from first to last he has beena 
strenuous supporter of that policy of 
leniency which the recent Convention so 
flatly denounced. He has supported all the 
measures of reconstruction. Aided largely 
by his efforts, each one ef the Rebel States has 
been restored to self-government, brought 
back within the Union, and the people re- 
habilitated in political power. He has 
formed every amnesty bill, and the latest and 
grandest effort of his political life was a ten- 
days’ struggle to remove every political dis- 
franchisement resulting from the Rebellion, 
except in the solitary instance where the 
subject had eited human respect by his 
cruelties to prisoners of war. Mr. Bam 
has won a warm place in the hearts of right- 
thinking people by his opposition to Force 
bills and civil Governments adminis- 
tered by men with bayonets. He has left 
the ‘‘ bloody-shirt ” to Burn and the car- 
pet-baggers, and addressed himself to the 
work of peace and reconciliation, the rebuild- 
ing of a harmony between the races, and the 
establishment of Governments sustained by 
the popular sentiment. 


The statement that this ‘‘ policy of len- 


iency has resulted in the murder of 5,000 
persons is alibel on the Republican party. 
It is a falsehood of the most glaring charac- 
ter, and known to be false when written, for 
a purpose, in this platform. It was a mali- 
cious libel upon Mr. BL and the Repub- 
lican party, by whom that policy of leniency 
has been sustained. Instead of that policy 
having produced the murder of 5,000 Un- 
ionists, it has spared the country the contin- 
uous massacre incidental to an internecine 
war of races. It has mitigated hatreds, has 
broken down prejudices of long standing, 
has reconciled violent differences, and pro- 
pared the way for an eventual peace and 
concord all through the South. It has res- 
cued the Southern States from an intermina- 
ble domestic strife of the bloodiest charac- 
ter, and has established peace and order and 
safety to life and property all over the once 
disordered States. Mr. BLaNx is largely ro- 
sponsible for this policy, and the resolution 
of the Convention denouncing that policy as 
resulting in murder is a mean and malicious 
stab at the man who gave peace and good 
Government to Louisiana and Arkansas. 

The allegation that 5,000 Unionists have 
lost their lives by violence is of itself grossly 
and wildly exaggerated. There have been but 
few battles in the world’s history where one 
side has left 5,000 dead men on the field. In 
the battle of Waterloo there were not more 
than 5,000 men killed in action. At Gettys- 
burg, which terrific struggle lasted three 
days, neither side left 5,000 dead men on the 
field. At bloody Chickamauga the Union 
loss in killed fell short of that figure. How 
absurd, then, to declare in a platform that 
5,000 Union men have been killed in the 
South in neighborhood fracases. But since 
when? Certainly not since the WII com- 
promise in Louisiana, when the policy of 
leniency” was fairly inaugurated,—not a 
fiftieth part of 5,000. 

The Convention as a whole was in favor of 
Buiarneg, but the authors of this platform did 
not want Biarne ; they were in the service 
of another person. Not daring even to men- 
tion the name of their employer, they formed 
this platform to denounce BIAmx, and to 
exalt the man whose principles and policy 
that platform fitly represents. 


WHERE THE REAL REPUDIATION IS. 

In endeavoring to spread abroad the im- 
pression that the new City Government con- 
templates the repudiation of the outstanding 
certificates of indebtedness, the Conv 
gang have been actuated by two ignoble 
purposes. One is to hamper and embarrass 
Mr. Hoyyr’s administration by every pos- 
sible means, and defeat his efforts to reduce 
expenses by lopping off useless officials and 
extravagant departments. The other is by 
raising a hue and cry to divert public atten- 
tion from the only real, practical repudiation 
which has appeared, and which the Corvin 
gang have committedin the most shameless 
and heartless manner, viz. : the repudiation 
‘of the debts due to the employes of the 
city for services since December last. The 
CoLviIn administpation left a debt of this 
kind of not less than $1,000,000, without 
any provision for its payment, and withont 
axy concern for the suffering that has grown 
out of it. During the six months that this 
debt has been accumulating, some #1,200,- 
000 of taxes have been collected by 
the city, and not one dollar of that 
amount has been paid out to the 
men who have protected the city from fire 
and plunder, who have guarded its bridges 
and public works, and who have enabled it 
to keep its schools open. Mr. Hayes has 
been engaged all this time in “ shinning” 


‘and ‘‘kiting” to sustain the credit of the 


city, forsooth, which, like some bankrupt 
speculator, has paid off one note by giving 
another, and meanwhile has supported his 
usual ‘‘style” at the expense of unpaid em- 
ployes. 

The new City Government does not pro- 
pose repudiation in any form, but it does 
propose to abandon the “shinning” busi- 
ness,and also the inhumane policy of with- 
holding wages for months from a class of 
people who sorely need their pay as fast as 
it becomes due. The only people who are 
asked to wait for their money are those who 
invested their money originally to draw in- 
terest, and who will be abundantly able and 
entirely willing to keep it invested a while 
longer in the same securities. Even this de- 
lay would not have been necessary if 
the Collum administration had collected the 
taxes and husbanded its resources. But Mr. 
CoLvin, with the assistance of Mr. Hayes, 
has consented to a repudiation of the wages 
due to employes. No arrangement has been 
made to pay these poor men any interest on 
the money due them. Their credit and their 
ability to live without getting the money 
due them are things that have not troubled 
the late Mayor and the Comptroller. Police- 
men, firemen, school-teachers, bridge-tend- 
ers, clerks, laborers, and city employes of 
every description, have been mortgaging their 
personal effects, have been pawning their 
keepsakes, have been paying usurious in- 
terest, have bcen sold out, have been left 
without money to buy food, clothing, or 
medicine,—and this is what Mr. Hayes calls 
* sustaining the credit of the city.” We 
call it repudiation of the worst description, 


and all the shinning in the world won't wipe | 


it out. 

The simple condition is that the Cor vrx 
gang have left the city in debt over $6,000, - 
000, and not a dollar to pay it. In this emer- 
gency the payment of a large part must 
necessarily be deferred. The new City Gov- 
ernment has wisely and humanely decided to 
postpone that part of it for which there are 
outstanding interest-bearing evidences of in- 
debtedness held by persons who would seck 
& similar investment for their money if they 
should receive it; and to pay first those debts 
which have long been due for services, which 
are not represented by notes or certificates, 
which bear no interest, and which are due 
men who are actually suffering for the want 
of their money. Judged by ordinary busi- 


ness experience, the credit of Chicago will be 
much better under such a policy than it has 
been while the city was so notoriously hard- 
up that it could not pay the clamorous em- 
ployes, and went shinning round the coun- 
try to take care of its outstanding paper. 
The only actual repudiation there has been 
in Chicago is that practiced by Messrs. CoLvrx 
and Hares, which the new City Government 
proposes to abandon.

RurLr.— While we fully agree with our 
correspondent in the conviction that Mr. 
Bristow is the best man at the present time 
to command the confidence of the honest 
masses, and to excite their enthusiastic sup- 
port almost without distinction of party, we 
cannot admit that either Mr. ConKLING or 
Mr. Buarse would stand and see the Gov- 
ernment swindled out of its last dollar with- 
out doing a thing or raising a voice to pre- 
vent it,” even for partisan or personal con- 
siderations. This is going altogether too 
far, and nothing in the public careerof either 
gentleman warrants so broad and sweeping 
an assertion. At the same time. it is plainly 
apparent that Mr. Brissow would receive 
tens of thousands of votes throughont the 
entire country outside of the Republican 
party which will not be given to either 
Bram or ConKLING, because he is actively, 
practically, and energetically identified with 
the work of reforming the public service, 
and because the people of the country, inde- 
pendent of party, are demanding this work 
in preference to everything else.

He has been a persistent opponent in the 
Senate of legislation in the interest of the 
West. He opposed to the last the proposi- 
tion to make certain Western cities ports of 
entry to facilitate direct importation at 
interior points,—which was utterly selfish 
and sectional There is no charge of 
this kind to day at the door of 
Mr. Buarve. On the contrary, whife 
Speaker of the House, he was so broad and 
liberal in his views to make him equally as 
popular among Western members as among 
the members from his own section of the 
country, and this fact has greatly contributed 
to secure for him so large a backing in the 
West as shown in the State Conventions. 

Mr. Cox xxo is also one of the bloody- 
shirt men. He is in favor of treating the 
Southern States as conquered provinces, and 
notas an integral part of the American 
Union. He would sustain the rule of the 
Republican party at the South by the bay- 
onet, and would let the carpet-baggers waste 
the substance of the Southern people and de- 
feat their efforts at recuperation if the votes 
of these States could thereby be retained for 
an Administration. Mr. Briatneg, on the con- 
trary, has no sympathy with this kind of 
politics. It was under his Speakership and 
by the Committees he appointed that the 
Louisiana and Arkansas complications were 
straightened out.

THE SCHENCK REPORT. 

The report of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs in relation to the Emma Mine 
scandal, while it does not convict Gen. 
Scene of fraud or any intention to commit 
fraud, nevertheless presents a sweeping in- 
dictment of him for official impropriety and 
misconduct that ought to have resulted in his 
removal long ago, and reflects severely upon 
the conduct of the Administration in bolster- 
inghimup. The following points from the 
official report confirm us in this general state- 
ment: 

1. Gen. Screnck became a stockholder and 
Director in the Emma Mine Company while 
Minister in London, it being the first occa- 
sion in which a diplomatic representative of 
the Government of the United States has al- 
lowed himself to become associated, while 
actj as Minister, in a private enterprise, 
carried on in his own country, but offered 
for sale in the country to which he is ac- 
credited.” 

2. AuperT Grant, who was well known for 
his success m floating new companies upon 
the English market, undertook to float the 
Emma Company uponsatisfactory assurances 
that Gen. Scuenck would become Director, 
and would lend the weight of his name, 
given in addition to the influence of his po- 
sition,” to the undertaking, and Parx admits 
that the contract with Grant was not signed 
until after he had procured the consent of 
Screncx to join the Board of Directors. 

3. Thetemptation offered Gen. Scuencx was 
a strong one. He was to become a subscriber 
in the Company to the extent of 500 shares 
of the value at cost of $50,000, with the 
understanding that he should not provide 
any money, but shonld have the amount for

a dividend of 2 per cent per month while he 
held the stock, and that he would at any 
time take back the shares at their par value 
on the request of Schriek. In addition to 
this he was also to receive $2,500 per annum 
as Director’s salary. 

4. He yielded to this temptation, and be- 
came a Director, and, as the report says, 
joined in the invitation to the public to 
subscribe for its shares, without informing 
the subscribers that his dividends had been 
guaranteed to him, and that his shares had 
been procured by previous arrangement, 
without any risk of loss to himself, from the 
fact that one of the vendors had agreed to 
take the shares off his hands at any time at 
their original cost.” 

5. After Secretary Fis had requested him 
to resign his connection with the Company 
and placed him in a position where he must 
either resign as Minister or as Director, he- 
chose thelatter. His formal resignation was 
sent in Dec. 6, 1871, but was not made pub- 
lic or communicated to the Secretary of 
State until five weeks afterwards, thus lay- 
ing him open to the suspicion of playing 
into the hands of those who were speculating 
in the stock, and were interested in main- 
taining its market value. 

6. Besides having been a Director in the 
Emma Mining Company, Gen. ScHENCK was 
engaged in speculative operations in the 
stock with Pank, the vendor of the mine, 
and with Gen. Woopuu.t, his Secretary of 
Legation, besides using his other Secretary 
as a broker to watch the fluctuation of the 
market and sell his shares. 

These six points are sufficient. They fully 
confirm all that has hitherto been set forth 
in Tse Cutcaco Tame respecting Gen. 
Screnck, and shows that its demand for his 
recall was warranted. They show, in con- 
nection with other facts in the report, briefly, 
that Gen. Scnenckx became a Director in a 
mining speculation, and used his official po- 
sition as a voucher for it, finding his reward 
ina private arrangement by which he held 
stock and drew the dividends without invest- 
ing any money or taking any risk; that in 
his final settlement with Pank he transferred 
stocks to him upon which he continues go 
draw dividends ; and that upon leaving Lon- 
don he was foreed to plead his diplomatic 
privilege against the service of a writ ina 
civil action growing out of his connection 
with the Company: While there may be 
no taint of fraud in all this, and while Gen. 
ScHENCK may not knowingly have defrauded 
others, the indictment is hardly less sweep- 
ing than if he had been guilty of actual 
fraud. He was the cause of great disaster to 
many in England who invested on the 
strength of the indorsement of the specula- 
tion by the American Minister, and he has 
brought reproach upon the American name 
and the American Government, which it 
ought long ago to have resented by public 
reproof of its Minister. Gen. ScHENCE, as 
he alleges, may have believed that he was 
doing right, may have had absolute faith in 
the value of the mine, and thought that 
there was nothing improper in his proceed- 
ings, but a man possessed of such peculiar 
notions as these should never again be trust- 
ed in office under the Government. 


ENGLAND'S WAR PANIC. 

The political barometer of England had 4 
decided fall on Saturday last, indicating a 
storm ahead. There was a panic in the 
stock-market, and the RoruscuHiLps, who are 
keen observers, of political events, sold con- 
sols to the amount of $5,000,000. The en- 
tire list of investment securities, even in- 
cludingthe American, suffered from the fall. 
The New York Herald's cable dispatch re- 
ports that Turks declined 3 to 6 per cent, 
Egyptians 5 to 8 per cent, Hungarians and 
Russians 3} to 7 per cent, Spanish 9 per 
cent, Buenos Ayres 5 per cent, Brazilians 2 
to 4 per cent, and Argentines 2 to 3 per 
cent. It wasa Black Saturday. The Con- 
tinental Bourses sympathized, and in Paris 
the Turkish, Egyptian, and Danubian securi- 
ties were materially affected. Following upon 
the heels of this panic comes the anouncement 
that the English Government has sent an im- 
mense amount of ammunition and war-materi- 
al to Gibraltar and the Mediterranean squad- 
ron, that all her naval monsters now in the 
yards are being rapidly pushed to completion, 
and at Lioyrp’s insurances for several days 
past have been made to cover war risks. 

All this indicates that the war-cloud which 
a few days ago was hardly bigger thana 
man's hand is now suddenly assuming for- 
midable proportions, and that England, find- 
ing herself in a bad way, is hurrying to make 
sure her hold at Gibraltar and Malta, which 
is the present key to the eastern shores of 
the Mediterranean. England has no imme- 
diate interest in the Herzegovinian revolt, 
but she has a direct interest in the Eastern 
question and in the attitude of Russia towards 
Turkey. What that attitude is, becomes 
clearer every day. Apparently siding with 
Austria, and counseling for peace, her emis- 
saries are exciting disaffection all through 
the Sclavic provinces, and helping the insur- 
gents with war-material. Russia holds Ser- 
via, Montenegro, Bulgaria, and Roumania, 
ready to let them go at the proper time, at 
which time she will seize the eastern prov- 
inces, leaving the western to Austria, and 
force her way down to Constantinople. In 
this movement lies the danger to England. 
Once at Constantinople, Russia commands 
the Bosphorus, affording her an outlet from 
the Black sea to the Mediterranean, thus 
threatening the Suez Canal, both by water 
and land, and compelling England to occupy 
Alexandria in order to defend her route to 
the East. A writer in /'raser’s foreshadows 
this move of Russia, which England is now 
trying to offset by strengthening her position 
in the Mediterranean. IIe says: 

Confirmatory proof that this is the purpose of 
Russia comes as we write in the news that she has 
ordered thirty-one vessels of war to be prepared 
for the Black Sea, in addition to the armaments 
already there. Some day, when she thinks things 
ripe, a sudden move will be made and a long-pre- 
pared stroke struck that will startle everybody in 
England by its unexpectedness. Then everybody 
will say., Howe like Russia that was! It is just 
what we might have looked for. Au advance into 
the disturbed districts,—a descent on Constan- 
tinople, — both these events are probabilities of the 
coming season, should Russia be tempted to think 
that this time they can be done without a war with 
the Western Powers. Whether she will think so 
depends to some degree on Austria, to some de- 
gree also on Germany, but, we venture to say, 
most of all on the attitude of England. 

It is evident that England cannot expect 
anything from Austria or Germany that will 
stand as an obstacle in the way of the Rus- 
sian programme. Austria will be content to 
take the eastern provinces of Turkey and 
give Russia the western, and also the control 
of the Bosphorus. The Austro-Hungarian 
Empire is not aunit. The Germanic and the 
Sclavic portions have never pulled togeth- 
er, and the House of Hapsburg would not 
hesitate to throw òver the Germanic portion 
if it could founda great Pan-Sclavonic em- 
pire. Itis the knowledge of this willing- 
ness that leaves Bismarck in such a happy 
situation. He will not help England by in- 
terference with the designs of Austria or 
Russia, since all he has to do is to 
sit still, and Germanic Austria falls 


into his lap. 


fore, will in all probability side with Russia, 
so far as the Egyptian question is concerned, 


and will be all the more ready to do so since 
by her alliance with England against Russia 


in the Crimean War she lost the help of the 
latter in the Franco-German struggle. She 
will never again make an alliance against 
Russia. It is too expensive. 

With Germany, Austria, Russia, and Italy 
allied together, and France hostile to her de- 
signs, there is little danger that England will 
be involved in war. She may send her fleet 
tothe Mediterranean with the hope that Rus- 
sia may look upon it as a protest against her 
occupation of Constantinople, but beyond 
this she cannot go. To enter into a contest 
against this combination would be suicidal. 
Her position is almost pitiable. Her greed in 
seizing upon the Suez Canal shares as a 
commercial speculation has made the East- 
ern question insoluble except by war. It 
has roused old jealousies; has excited Rus- 
sian ambition to have Constantinople if En- 
gland is to have Egypt; has incensed Austria ; 
has stirred up France to get in readiness to 
defend her rights in the Mediterranean, and 
especially in Egypt, and has virtually leagued 
the four strongest Powers in Europe against 
herself. Even if she should acquire Egypt, 
what does she get? A bankrupt nation. 
The same writer in Fraser, to whom we 
have already alluded, says : ; 

The Khedive, like his master, has.lied all through 
as to his resources and his spendings, but our Gov- 
ernment gives us little ground for hoping that it 
will see this. Composed mostly of simple-minded 
country gentlemen, led by a man of an imagina- 
tion too Oriental not to throw a lmlo as of Arabian 
Nights’ romance round things Turkish and Egyp- 
tian because they belong to the weird East from 
whence he came, they are too likely to fail to 
see the poverty of the country, of the wretched 
fellaheen, taxed till starving and overworked to 
death, driven by the lash to labor on the over- 
mortgaged estates of a spendthrift bankrupt mas- 
ter who rolls in sensual luxury, who thinks noth- 
ing of tempting the virtue of singers at his exotic 
tawdry opera with gifts f £10,000 at a time, 
whose array of slaves and eunnchs; of wives and 
concubines, almost outdoes that of the Sultan. 
If, forgetting these facts, our Government again 
plunges into the Egyptian darkness, the tension in 
Eastern Europe can hardly fail to snap, and war to 
follow. 

2% As usual, we fear that the course we 
shal! take will depend upon accident more than on 
design; but so far as regards Egypt it is just pos- 
sible that its debt may be big enough to frighten 
even our sanguine Ministry and make them keep 
hands off. They have had a lesson there in many 
ways, and * to huve a juster measure of En- 
glish power find English responsibilities abroad 
than they had before. 

The panic on the London Exchange and 
the decline in consols indicate clearly 
enough that England fears war; but, from 
the dispatch of the fleet and war-mate- 
nal to the Mediterranean, it does not fol- 
low that England will be an active partici- 
pator in that war. When the emergency 
comes, she will back gracefully down and re- 
tire out of the grand stand to settle her 
Egyptian squabble with France in the side- 


show. 


During the meeting of business-men and 
members of the City Government held yes- 
terday morning, Mayor Horne took excep- 
tion to some remark made by Ald. Tuxroop, 
and in replying to it stated that if two-thirds 
of the Council wanted him to step out of the 
onerous Office he held he was ready to do so. 
It is to be regretted that the Mayor has fall- 
en into a disagreeable habit of speaking of 
resigning, or of professing a willingness to 
vacate his office, whenever any slight differ- 
ence of opinion arises between himself and 
his advisers. The people did not elect Mr. 
Horne to have him resign in a month. 
When he accepted the nomination he knew 
very well that there were stormy times ahead 
of him, that he would have much trouble to 
meet, and many disagreeable things to en- 
counter, which it would require coolness, 
persistence, clearness, and courage to over- 
come. It is therefore out of place and 
improper for him to be proposing to 
resign upon every slight provocation. In 
this respect he will do well to imitate 
his competitor, who neither resigns nor 
intimates a willingness to do 80. 
We hope that. Mr. Hoywne will refrain 
henceforth from these intimations of his 
readiness to abandon the struggle. The 
question is in the courts, and it will be set- 
tledthere. If they say he is not the lawful 
Mayor, then he can step down and out. If 
they say he is the lawful Mayor, then it is 
his duty to hold on, no matter how disagree- 
able the position may be, or how serious the 
obstacles he may have to overcome. But 
above all things, no matter how great the 
provocation, let him keep his temper. 


A suspension of work is announced at the 
Union Rolling Mills, which throws some 700 
men out of employment. This would be 
bad enough in itself; but the fact is made 
worse because this suspension has been 
brought on by astrike of 220 men in the 
steel department, who refuse to resume 
work unless their wages be increased from 
10 to 25 per cent. It is almost impos- 
sible to conceive that any set of men 
can be so ignorant and foolhardy as to take 
such a position at the present time. The 
works were closed during the entire winter, 
and all the employes who have been idle are 
or were indebt. Yet, after a month’s work 
and a prospect of earning a living for their 
families, they voluntarily resume their idle- 
ness and increase their necessities to strike“ 
for higher wages, which the condition of the 
iron and steel trade will not warrant. Those 
entitled to most sympathy are the laborers in 
other departments who are thrown out of 
employment as a consequence of the strike 
among the steel-workers. The wages range 
from $2.50 to $6 a day, and 700 poor men 
are losing at that rate, while their families 
are deprived of the very necessities of life. 
Of course there is no law to compel the 
strikers to resume work even for their 
own good, but the police should see to it 
that the Company is protected in putting 
other men in their places, if this course be 
decided on, in order that those who desire to 
earn a living for their families shal] not be 
deprived of that privilege.

For his answer 
he is confronted with his own original letter in the 
archives of the War Department, which admits 
the appointment of Green by himself, and requests 
that his commission be forwarded to a certain 
address in New York. 
OPINIONS DIFFER 
as to the trnth of the charges against Kerr, but the 
differences of opinion seem to be drawn to some ex- 
tent along party lines. The differences arise out 
of doubts as to the credibility of the witness Har- 
ney, but upon the main pointthere can be no ques- 
tion that Harney swore abeoiutely tothe payment 
of money for the appointment of Augustus F. 
Green. The direct examination was as plain, and 
sitive, and particular in its details as it is possi- 
bie to make a statement. The witness testified 
with evident reluctance. Ille was quite as unwilling 
to give his testimony as was the witness Green. In 
fact it seemed at one time he would refuse to an- 
swer, whereupon Mr. herr, who was present with 
his lawyer. released the witness from his supposed 
obligation, and desired him to tell the truth. What 
that truth is it is possible may never be known. 
QUESTION OF VERACITY. 

Up to the present time there are two witnesses— 
Green and Harney—whose testimony is corroborat- 
ed by very many significant circumstances against 
@ue witness, Speaker Kerr, and his good character. 
The question now is a question of veracity between 
those witnesses and Kerr. Both sides will admit 
that the following facts have been clearly proved: 

Fire(—That in the spring or midsummer of 1866 
Michael C. Kerr, then a Kepresentative from Indi- 
ana, now Speaker of the House, recommended for 
appointment as Secona Lieutenant in the United 
States Army Augustus P. Green, aman who had 
never been in Indiana and whom Kerr had never 
seen until within a few days before he recommend- 
ed him for appointment, and that the appointment 
was made under these circumstances. 

Second—That Green did pay to the witness, 
Lawrence Harney, then Doorkeeper of the Huuse. 
$450 in consideration of this appointment. 

There 

CAN BE NO DOUBT OF THESE FACTS. 
The first is proved by Green himself, by Harney, 
and by the letter of Kerr on file in the War Depart- 
ment, as well as by Mr. Kerr's present admission. 

The second is proved by the two persons who 
should have the best knowledge of the transaction 
—(jreen and Harney. It is also stated that the sec- 
ond point will be further corroborated by the testi- 
mony of the brother and sister of Green, who fur- 
nished him with part of the money, and by the 
records of the Registered Letter Bureau of the 
Post-Office Departinent, which, it is said, show 
that Green forwarded in a registered letter the re- 
mainderof the sum alleged to have been paid for 
the commission. 

GREEN. 

No attempt has been made to impeach the credi- 
bility of Green. He swears in the most positive 
manner that he paid the money to Harney; that he 
had a conference with Kerr, to which Harney also 
swears; that he never knew Kerr until introduced 
to, him by Harney. The witness Green also refers 
to several important details with which testimony 
of Harney entirely agrees with bis. This remarka- 
ble harmony between the testimony of those two 
witnesses, in important as well as unimportant de- 
tails, has a special legal significance from 
the fact that Green's a was taken secret, 
and that of its character Harney could have 
had no knowledge at the time he testified. Both 
witnesses agree that at the interview with Kerr no 
mention was made of money consideration for the 
recommendation. This notable coincidence in 
the testimony of those witnesses is further signifi- 
cant from the tact that the two witnesses are not 
now fricuds. 

THE DEMOCRATS 
are using every exertion to break down the witness 
Harney and prove him to be a bad character. It is 
even said that they propose to assall him in his 
domestic relations. : 

There was arumor late to-night that the excite- 
ment of investigation was likely to prove too great 
a strain upon Kerr's heart. Inquiry shows, how- 
ever, that he is no worse than he has been. 

° HARNEY’S TALE. 

Wasnineron, D. C., May 29.—Lawrence Har- 
ney, in obedience to a summons, appeared this 
morning before the Committee on Expenditares in 
the War Department to testify in relation to the al- 
legations against Speaker Kerr. The Committee 
postponed his examination until 1 o'clock. Harney 
said he did not think he could be present at that 
time, as he was suffering with neuralgia, and would 
have to go to his room and lie down. Clymer, the 
Chairman of the Committce, informed Harney that 
he need not leave the room, as he could rest upon 
the sofa, and the room would be darkened and & 
guard placed at the door to prevent visitors knock- 
ing for admission. This accommodation was agree- 
abic to the witness, and he remained. 

Tue Committee assembled ut 1 o'clock. Speaker 
Kerr was present, attended by Representatives 
Lord, Morrison, Hereford, and Springer as person- 
al friends, and by R. K. Elliot as counsel. 

Lawrence Harney was sworn and examined by 
Representative Bass. He testified that he was for 
five years employed in the Appraiscr’s office in New 
York. but in 1506 be was Assistant-Doorkeceper of 
the House. He had known Green for sixteen years. 
The first conversation he had with Green in regard 
to procuring him a Second Licutenancy in the 
army was in the spring of 1866 in the House, but 
be would not tell anything of a confidential nature. 

Mr. Bass hoped that the witness would be com- 

clied to tell everything. 

1 Mr. Clymer declared that the question must be 
answered. The witness, in answer to repeated 
questions, entreated the Committee to excuse him 

rom answering the questions. He wanted to know 
what the Committee could do if he did not answer, 
and Clymer responded that this was for the Com- 
mitte to determine. 

OUT WITH IT. 

Speaker Kerr here remarked that, if there was 
anythi in connection with him marking the 
transaction as contidential, witness needn't so re- 
gard it, but he 2 — witness to tell the truth.

He said he had not that much money, and all he 
could raise was $400.

Green subsequently forwarded me from New 
York $40 in a registered letter to reimburse me to 
that amount, which I had advanced on his account. 
I kept the money in my possession three or four 
days. One afternoon, tween 3 and 4 o'clock, 
Kerr came to me when I was on duty at the east 
door of the House of Representatives, and, calling 
me to the steps leading near the doorway, said: 
** Harney, Iwill take that money now.” 


1 GAVE HIM THE MONEY, 
which he put into his pocket, and remarked that he 
was going to the Wur Department to make the ap- 
pointment. 

Witness testified that he went three times to see 
Kerr, and Green accompanied him once. Thought 
he introduced Green to Kerr in the hall of the 
House. The arrangement was made within ten 
days. Kerr never, to the knowledge of witness, 
spoke to Green about money matters. 0 

Q.— When did you first disclose the circumstances 
affecting the subject of investigation? 

A. It was in the Appraiser’s office, and to win 
jam A. Darling, one of the most honest. 
[Laughter.] Yes, he was honest, for he never sold 
an appointment, and never took a cent of money 
for what he had done. I made an allusion to 
Democrats at Washington who were engaged in 
the business of investigations, saying they were 
attacking Republicans when the Democrats were 
more guilty than they were. About two months 
ago Moore called on me in the Appraiser’s office 
and showed me a copy of an anonymous letter 
written to Kerr. I told Moore I knew nothing of 
the author of it, directly or indirectly. 1 farther 
said | knew Speaker Kerr to be a fine gentleman. 
Moore said that Kerr would have a committee to 
investigate the matter, and the sooner the better. 
I did not want to come before this Committee, but 
I did so because the newspapers slandered me, and 
said I was hiding away and was bought up. 

CROSS-EXAMINED. 

In hie cros*-examination by Mr. Elliott, Kerr's 
counsel, Harney admitted that this was the first 
and only time he approached Kerr on such business 
orany other business. 

What relation existed between you and W. 
A. Darling’ 

A.—Honesty and friendship. [Laughter. } 

Q.—How long has the friendship lasted? 

A.—Twenty-five years. [Laughter.] 

Q.—And the honesty?’ 

A.—Always. [Laughter. 

He was asked why he believed that Kerr would 
want — and m 1 because he had no 
claim upon Mr. Kerr. He had never told the story 
fully before, although he had made allusion to it, 
because there was always much mystery about the 
manner in which he got Green's appointment. 

Mr. Elliott, after further proceedings, said he 
wished to read over the testimony, both in chicf 
and cross-examination, before going further. 

Clymer said witness would be recalied on cross- 
examination. 

Danford interrogated witness, who said his first 
interview with Green took place in Washington. 
Green authorized him to say he would pay money 
for the appointment, as he had tried, but could not 
obtain the place in any other way. 

The anonymous letter addresecd to Kerr men- 
tioned the charge that witness had paid the money 
to Kerr. Several parties, newspaper men includ- 
ed, pursued him, but he declined to talk about the 
matter to them. 

(By Representative Clymer)—You never 
said that District- Attorney Bliss and Darling 
crowded you, and that there was great pressure to 
induce you to make the statement? 

Witness .enied that he had said so. 

Q.—Did you say that, rather than make the state- 
ment, you would resign the place you held in the 
Appraiser's office? 

A.— es. 

Q.— Was not the pressure intended to make you 
give a statement or clear out of the office ! 

A. I did not care for the $1,800 salary, as I can 
obtain employment outside. 

Q.—Did you not make your fret statement rath- 
eras a threat toinygratiate yourself in favor of your 
emplovers ? 

A. —There was no occasion for that. 

KERR’S STATEMENT. 

The examimation for to-day being at an end, 
Speaker Kerr remarked he did not want to retire 
without saying a few words, and asked to be sworn. 

This having been done, he said: I only want 
to remark to-day that I deny every material state- 
ment made by this witness affecting my personal 
honor and official integrity. That is all. IfI were 
in sufficient health I would make a statement of 
the circumstances which led to this investigation, 
in connection with the anonymous letter I received, 
but I do not feel able to do so to-day. I will 
further say that, consciously, I never 
knew this witness in my life; but I do 
not say or wish to be understood as saying 
that he did not introduce Greentome. I do not 
know six doorkeepers about this House now, 
though they are supposed to be — political 
friends. I never consciously exchanged one min- 
ute’s conversation between Heaven and earth with 
that person. I never knew him, and he was never 
at my room as he has stated, and of course I never 
received any money from him nor from any one 
else. 

DOCU MENTS. 

Mr. Crosby, Chief Clerk of the War Department, 

roduced papers relative to Augustus PF. Green. 
Che first was a descriptive list, dated June 12. 
1866, and signed by Kerr, recommending Green 
to be appointed Second Lieutenant in the army, 
and certifying that Green was personal ly known to 
him asa person of good character, and that he bo- 
lieved Green was mentally, morally, and physic- 
ally qualified to perform the duty of a Lieutenant 
in the United States army. 

The next paper produced was aleo dated June 12, 
1866, and was from Neleon Taylor, addressed to 
the War Department, asking the return of the 
papers he had filed in behalf of Green. These 
papers were returned, and afterward given by 
Green to Kerr. 

The third paper was one filed with the President 
by the Hon. Myer Strouse, requesting the appoint- 
ment of Green. 

The fourth paper was addressed to the Secretary 
of War by Kerr, dated July 31, 1866, as follows: 

Will you have the kindness to send the com- 
mission of Augustus P. Green to hie address at 
Madison avenue, New York City? He was nomi- 
nated by me. 

The fifth was as follows: 

Hotbsz or Representatives, April 18, 1876.— 
Gen. E. D. Townsend, Adjutant General—My DEAR 
Sin: May I trouble you to inform me whether there 
is now in Harney a man named Augustus P. Green, 
of the, rank of First Lieutenant, or any higher 
rank, and if such person is not in the army now. 
whether he was in the last fouror five years, and 
how he got out? Your attention will greatly oblige 
me. I have the honor to be very truly yours, 

M. C. KERR. 
How HE GOT OUT. 

To thie the Adjutant General replied that Augus- 
tus P. Green was a First Lieutenant in the Fourth 
Artillery, and was dismissed from the service by 
sentence of court-martial March 28, 1873. Ille 
was appointed in the regular army July 20, 1866. 
lle had previously served as an officer of volun- 
teers. 

Adjourned till Wednesday. 

GREEN’S TESTIMONY. 

The testimony of A. P. Green inthe above case, 
taken in secret session on Saturday, was given 
to the press to-day. It is lengthy, and the same 
story in detail which has been published. He tes- 
tified that he never had any understanding with 
Kerr that he was to pay for the nor 
did he say anything to Kerr about his arrangement 
with Harney. Witness further testified that pre- 
vious to his introduction to Kerr, Harney had 
spoken of other Congressmen through whom he 
hoped to get witness an appointment, and had in- 
troduced him to one whose name he had forgotten, 
but nothing came of it. He had no association or 
acquaintanceship in Kerr's district or in Indiana 
that aided him with reference to this appoint- 
ment. 

Witness stated that he was not examined by any 
Board. Kerr's recommendation procured him the 
appointment, without any additional influcnce. 

Witness being asked by Robbins how it was that 
he left the army, replied that he was dismissed, 
having made an unfortunate step, and had been 
robbled up like a worm by a mocking-bird when it 

„ hungry. Other men had done the same thing 
without being court-martialed. 

In reply to questions * by Clymer, witness 
stated that Kerr examined him very carefully as to 
his recommendation and general capacity. . Wit- 
ness, three years after his appointment, stopped at 
New Albany to pay his respects to Kerr, which he 
would not have done if he had believed that Kerr 
received the money which he, witnese, paid to 
Harney. He did not then believe, and does not 
now believe, that Kerr received this money. 

WHAT is THOUGHT OF IT. 

The testimony of Harney is the general theme of 
conversation. Although he swore positively that 
he gave Kerr money to procure the appointment of 
Green, the statement is generally discredited, not 
only from the pure character which Kerr has al- 
ways sustained, but from the manner. of the wit- 
ness, Leading Republican members do not hesi- 
tate to avow their thorough disbelief of Harney's 
story, trusting rather in Kerr's statement under 
oath that he never received any money from Har- 
ney or any other person for Green's a »pointment. 
Some of the friends of Kerr desired, owing to 
the precarious condition of his health, that the ex- 
ainination be postponed for two weeks, but Repre- 
sentatives Lord and Hereford, two of hin — 6 
advisers, thought it were better that he should at 
once meet hisaccuser. Kerr unhesitatingly adopt- 
ed their advice, and therefore appeared before the 
Committee. Several witnesses from New York 
have been summoned, 1 thoroughly contra- 

arney in material points. 

1 — <a returning 2 his hotel this afternoon, 
stated he had been before the Committee. On be- 
ing asked whether he been scalped, replied: 
„No; but I have killed the Democratic party! 
Much sympathy is expressed for Speaker Kerr, be 
being in a very feeble condition of ealth.

New Orieans, La., May 29.—A mass Conven- 
tion of the Republicans of Baton Rouge to elect 
delegates to the State Convention was held on Sat- 
urday, notwithstanding the threats of some of the 
Democrats of the parish that the meeting would 
not be permitted. During the day bands of Regu- 
lators rode into the town and scattered through the 
streets. They committed no acts of violence, but, 
in isolated instances, through threats or persua- 
sion, deterred scveral members from attending the 
Convention. About half-past 1 o'clock the follow- 
ing morning, Representative W. G. Lane, who 
ogupied a room on the second floor of 
the Harney House, was awakened from his sleep 
by the sound of feet in the hallway and at the door 
of his room. He asked. Who's there?’ but got 
no answer. A knocking was commenced at the 
door, and soon an effort was made to break it open. 
Lane took his pistol from the bureau to be ready 
foraction. Before retiring he had barricaded the 
door with a chair, but the pressure from the out- 
side forced the door partly open, and the figure 
ot a man appeared at the opening. A shot 
was fired from the opening at the bed, when 


Lane responded witha shot at the intruder, who, 
evidently wounded, withdrew. Lane again se- 
cured the door, while the attacking party fell back 
for consultation. ‘They again tried to force the 
door, and some shots were fired from the outside 
through the door, shots which Mr. Lane quickly re- 
turned, and again drove the besiegers away. They 
again returned witha sort of battering-ram, and 
tried the door. Lane fred two more shots 
through the panel of the door, and, while 


they deliberated, strengthened the  barri- 
cade and reloaded his pistol. Finally the 
attacking party retired down the stairs. and 
Lane went tothe window and listened. A party 


was standing on the sidewalk. They asked: ‘‘Is 
it fixed?’ The reply from the descending party 
was, Les. Some others rode off on horseback, 
and asked. All right? The reply was, All 
right! Come on. The party moved off up the 
street. Evidently two of the gang were wounded. 
They left the outskirts of the townin a gallop, 
witha buggy with three men in it. It was after- 
wards reported that one of the party had been 
wounded in the head, and another in the arm. 
The attacking mob consisted of seven men, who 
were masked. It was doubtless their intention to 
murder or abduct Mr. Lane, as has been fre- 
quently threatened.

A DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 
New York Times, May . 

The inmates of the double tenement house No. 
413 East Ninth street discovered yesterday morn- 
ing that during the night previous atenant named 
James Dodwell, aged 60 years. occupying two rear 
rooms on the first floor, had attempted to murder 
hie wife and take his own life. The first intima- 
tion which the people of the house got of the trag- 
edy was in the appearance of Dodwell about 7a. 
m. in the hallway with a large gash in his throat. 
He was making every exertion to stanch the wound 
with the aid of a wet sponge, and when spoken to 
could only give utterance to a gurgling sound, by 
which he was unable to convey any meaning. En- 
tering the apartments in which Dodwell and his 
wife lived, the affrighted people found the wife 
upon the bed with head and face disfigured. It was 
evident from the position of the poor woman that 
Dodwell had attacked her while she was asleep, 
atriking her several powerful blows on the 
head with a common hatchet, which instru- 
ment was found in the bedroom, covered 
with blood, and that shortly after, realizing 
what he had done, he seized a small hand-saw 
and gashed his own throat. Among the people of 
the house, Dodwell and hie wife were locke upon 
as quiet, industrious persons, and had neveracted 
in a manner that would lead to the supposition 
that their married life was otherwise than amicable. 
They had been occapants of the house fer the past 
fourteen years, and during that long period regu- 
larly paid theirrent. Dodwell is a laborer by occu- 

ation, and up to two weeks ago worked for Mr. 

ohn Fish, a builder. The loss of his situation 
reyed on the man’s mind to such an extent that 

e gradually became insane, and while thus 
afflicted contemplated the murder of his wife and 
his own suicide. From the factthat Mrs. Dod- 
well was seen by a Mrs. Morton about 9 o'clock 
on Friday evening in one of the empty front rooms, 
and did not then complain of any violence on the 
part of her husband, it is evident that Dodwell did 
not begin his murderous work until late 
in the night or at an early hour the 
following morning. The two rooms, though 
poorly furnished, were clean and comfortable, 
and were little disturbed, and did not 

resent the disturbed appearance usual after a 
deoperate struggle. This fact supports the theory 
that the woman was siceping when attacked, and 
was therefore not prepared to defend herself or 
escape from the blows of the murderer. As soon 
as the lice were informed of the tragedy the 
man and woman were removed in an ambulance to 
Bellevue Hospital, where it was found that the 
latter could not possibly survive the effects of 
her wounds. The right side of the skull is 
shattered, and the jaw badly fractured. A wound 
on the left cheek extends from the ear to the 
mouth, and the left side of the body is completely 
paralyzed. Efforts on the part of-Dr. Smith, the 
attendant physician, to restore consciousness 
proved futile, the operation only resulting in im- 
roving the ae of the patient 111 
Dodwell was assigned for treatment to Dr. Silver, 
and is also in a very low condition, although there 
is every hope that his life may be spared.

The difficulty grow out of Walsh 
building astore on ground claimed by Hale. The 
reports are conflicting as to who fired the first shot. 
Walsh emptied the contents of a double-barreled 
shot-gun into Hale’s side, inflicting mortal 
wounds. Walsh was arrested.

Ernest Blum's drama of Rose Michel,” as re- 
‘vised and adapted for the stage by James Stecle 
Mackaye, was produced at this theatre last night 
by Miss Rose Eytinge and a company specially se- 
lected to support her. The history of the play 
must be tolerably well known to the public. A fail- 
ure in Paris and London, it hada great success in 
New York, the credit of which is supposed to be 
due in about equal parts to the merit of MM Mac - 
kaye's adaptation, the liberality of the managers 
of the theatre in mounting the piece, and the skill 
of the actors in the Union Square Theatre. The 
first two of these reasons for deserving popular 
support are attached to the play as it is represented 
in Chicage. Mr. Mackaye’s work is the same, 
and the scenery is the same as was used in the 
Union Square Theatre. The acting, as we shall 
have occasion to observe further on, is vastly dif- 
ferent. The story of the play is as follows: 
The principal characters are Pierre Michel and his 
wife Rose. They have a daughter Louise, who is 
betrothed to a young man named Andre.

The motive of the drama, it will be observed, isa 
mother’s love. This one chord of passion, perha 
the deepest and strongest in human nature, is the 
main one of the action; and, thongh skillfully 
used, itis too much used. The effect of naked re- 
iteration and repetition is not cumulative; it is of- 
ten just the opposite. But we find much to admire 
and praise in ‘‘ Rose Michel,” and would not be 
understood as condemning it. A sombre interest

POPULARITY 
LONDON MONEY MARKET. 2 

There has been a moderate demand for money 
during the past week, and a slight improvement 
has been established in the rates of discount. The 
increase in the demand Is chiefly to be attributed to 
the loans which have been introduced, but princi- 
pally to that for the Metropolitan Board of 
Works. This loan was for £1,350,000 
in a 3% per cent stock. The applications 
amounted to £7,300, 000, or nearly five and a half 
times the amount offered. Tenders at £100 2 re- 
celved in full, and at £100 1s Gd about 26 per cent. 
As this investment will only yicld 3% per cent, 
while there ie not much, if any, hope of its rising 
to a premium, we must conclude that the applica- 
tions are all genuine, and that there is a large sup- 


ply of money 2 profitable and safe employ- 
ment. Some of our leading railway companies are 
also exercising their borrowing powers, and are 
raising considerable sums upon debentures or de- 
benture stocks. ese are also quickly taken up, 
as they have all afforded a secure means for the in- 
vestment of our sarplue capital.

The dry goods market presented no unnenal fea- 
Fow buyers were to be seen, buta fair 
number of orders came in by mall, the execution 
of which wave trade some signe of life. Nothing 
occurred to distarb values, which were study and 
uniform, Groceries toa fair aggregate were die 
tributed to the country trade at substantially 
former quotations, a reduction in Java coffee of a 
lac being the only change noted. Sugars, sirups, 
rice, and teas are in increased demand, and show 
more strength. The dried-fruit trade was mod- 
erately active at steady gutes. Fish were un- 
changed in price, though the chances are in favor 
of a further decline in lake cured, which are bevin- 
ning to arrive quite freely. Butter was active but 
a trifle lower, the weakness being due to large re- 
ceipts and the hot weather. Cheese aleo was tend- 
ing downward. Prices of grain bags were unchang- 
ed. lbeather remains dull and weak. At the re- 
duced prices there was more doing in the coal mar- 
ket than of late, but there was nothing resembling 
activity. Oils were quiet, and the quotations of 
lard, linseed, turpentine, and whale were reduced. 

A large fleet of lumber vessels was at the sale 
docks, and the market was active and steady. The 
yard trade continues fair at unchanged prices. 

The demand for hardware and metals continues 
moderate, and prices for some articles were ir- 
regular, owing to the sharp competition between 
some of the local houses. Tin plates are now very 
low, and it is said they cannot be sold at $8.50 as a 
basis without logs to the dealer. Sheet-iron is 
quoted & lower. Broom-corn continues to move 
out quite freely in answer to orders, and the bet- 
ter grades of hurl are scarce and firm. Seeds were 
quiet and unchanged. The wool market remains 
dull, and prices are variable. Hay was also dull. 
especially prairie, which is arriving freely on 
wagons. Green fruits were Steady, excepting 
strawberries, which declined under heavy offerings. 

Lake freights were more active and à shade 
firmer, but without any decided advance in rates. 
Wheat was taken to Buffalo at 26, and to Kings- 
ton atSic. Rail freights were dull at nominally 
unchanged rates, and cars were freely offered at 
20 to New York, 18 to Philadelphia, 17% to 
Baltimore, and 25c to Boston, per 100 te 
Through rates by lake and rail were quoted at 10c 
for corn and lic for wheat to New York, and 13c 
on corn to Boston. Freight engagements were re- 
ported for 135,000 bu wheat, 65,000 bu corn, and 
25, 000 bu oats." 

TUE PROVISION MARKET. 

There has been a fearful shrinkage in provisions 
during the last two weeks. Prices have declined 
about $2.50 per br] on pork, 24c per d on lard, 


and Ie per d on meats. The shrinkage in quota- 
tions averages not far from 16 per cent—a rate 
which, if continued, would very soon run the trade 
into the ground. Thus far only three parties have 
succumbed to the situation; and they within the 
past two business days. It is scarcely possible. to 
state the extent of their losses. at the present time. 
and we do not attempt it. A point of much greater 
interest is to look at the question often asked yes- 
terday. Where is it going to end?“ There is no 
use in ignoring the fact that not a few were appre- 
hensive of more extensive failures in the trade, 
and that very fear made the market weaker than it 
otherwise would have been, as it increased the 
number of those anxious to sell. 

After as complete a canvass of the situation as 
was possible with the limited time at command, 
we find good reason to believe that the worst is 
over. The situation does not promise much im- 
provement at present, as hogs are coming forward 
very freely, both to this city and to packing points 
in the country. Indeed, it seems as if the recent 
break inthe prices of hogs has only increased the 
anxiety of farmers to sell, as they think there is 
little chance of an upward reaction, and wish to 
realize as far ftom the bottom as possible. With 
no prospect for improvement in this direction, and 
a probable further decline, there certainly is not 
much ground for hoping that product will soon se!! 
higher than the present range, as the winter 
cured stuff is mee ne with increased competi 
tion from that of summer make. But we find 
reason to believe that the stocks of product have 
nearly all worked ont of the hands of weak holders 
daring the excitement of the past few days. Some 
of our heaviest operators here, and some of the 
most solid men in New York, have taken hold 
largely, and are certainly able to carry the load if 
they have the disposition to do no, Of the two or 
three partics here about whom some anxiety has 
been expressed, we @nderetand that all of them 
have made arrangements which cover the #itua 
tion, and several lota have been ordered shipped 
out, do that the outward movement during the 
Art half of June will probably be a very large one 
Most parties of experience In the trade had long 
regarded prices as too high for safety, and 
buyers for eonsumption studiously hol 
aloof, leaving the property to be handed around 
here on contracts for future delivery, and 
carried, for s% much per month, for parties who 
persisted in belleving that the Investment Was a 
geod one, The decline that resulted from this ret) 
cent attitude has now been important enough to 
induce a change of base, and even more namerous 
orders may be expected the moment the market 
gives signe of having touched bottom by turning 
upward. 

There is therefore good ground for believing that 
the consequences will not be more serious to the 
trade than now. Indeed, the danger is now the 
other way, —that the men who have recklessly sold 
short during the tumble, and who would continue 
to do so should the market decline further, will be 
caught up in a round turn in the reaction which 
generally follows such a sharp movement as that of 
the last fortnight in hog products.

THE CHINESE RICE CROP. 

The following paragraphs are extracted from the 
China Mail, dated Hong Kong, April 13. There 
is some disposition here to ridicule the rumors of 
rice failure, the reason given being thatif it were 
serious we should have been advised of it by tele- 
graph ere this: 

While in the north of China the droucht causes 
serious injury to the crops, the down-pour in the 
south does the same mischief, and while the Em- 
yeror has to pray for rain, the Viceroy of Canton 
— to pray for cessation. 

The Prefect of Canton has offered another prayer 
for the cessation of the rain. It is time the prayer 
was granted, as the crops are showing signs of dam- 


The floods have had the effect of raising the price 
of rice. Many fear that the crops will be damaged. 
but others are still sanguine. The latter are of 
opinion that there is yet time for new seed to be 
sown. Be this as it may, the rain has been the 
means of turning the scale of fortune with the epec- 
ulaters in rice from Saigon, as the price of rice has 
been eteadily on the rise within the last four days 
in spite of the enormous shipments, which are dis- 
posed of with advantage as soon as they arrive here. 

Incessant rafns have played sad havoc with the 
crops in the neighborhood of Canton. 

CAUSE OF THE DECLINE OF THE GRAIN TRADE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, May 29. — In the discussion in the daily 
papers of the causes of the decline in the grain 
trade in Chicago, the general impression seems to 
be the decline is owing to the Board of Trade rules 
against corners. How long is it since all the Chi- 
cago papers were abusing the Board or Trade for 
tolerating rules that admitted of corners being run? 
In my judgment the Board of Trade legislates too 
much—have too many rules. They are now so 
numerous and complicated that no two of our most 
eminent lawyere can agree as to their proper in- 
terpretations; and if it were not for our ever-ready 
Secretary to give the true and proper interpreta- 
tion, intent and meaning, the members of the 
Board would be constantly in Litigation. Hence, 
the able and accomplished Secretary has come to be 
regarded as indispensable. the people should 
take it into their heads to send hi to Congress 
(they might go farther and fare worse), it is feared 
the Board of Trade would immediately go to 
the bow-wows. To avoid such catastrophe, 
I would suggest that the Board of Trade abolish 
about half their rules, and, instead of enacting a 
rule againat corners, adopt a rule holding every 
member to a atrict, specific performance of hia 
contract,—liable to suspension for failure to per- 
form, without submitting the question of damages 
to the Arbitration Committee. When a member 
sella short he knows the risk he assumes, it is the 
short scllers that afford the opportunity to corner 
the market. 

Regarding the effect of the decline In the grain 
trade on the general pro#@perity of Chicago, 1 wish 
to suggest that the Board. of Trade are not respon- 
sible forit. Some ten or twelve peers avo the 
Board of Trade, appreciating the Importance of 
the graln trade to the welfare of Chicago, organ 
ized a ‘'Comwmercial Committee, to be. com 
weed of representatives of the various Indus 

rial and commercial laterests, but the merchants 
manufacturers, Gen, Appulnted on that Committee 
neglected to attend the meetings, Marshall Fleld 
and Willlam K. Dogwett were the only representa 
tives (outside the daily allendants of the Doard of 
Trade) who were at all regular atllendauts, and the 
Committees wae abollahed, Again, the Doard of 
Trade reoently raleed & special committee to In 
vertigate discrimination charges by the rallroads 
Thies Committee gave diligent attention to the 
discharve of the duties devolving upon them, 

ave much ume to invest en, Aad developed 

acta which in thelr Judgment called for a perma 
nent organſentſon to look after the general Interest 
of (hicago in the matter of transportation and 
terminal charges, They recommended such an 
organization, and gave much time in calling, off 
merchants outside of the Board of Trade, and 
urgtug the eubject on their attention, but failed to 
awaken sufficient interest to organize the proposed 
association, and abandoned further eflorta, 

It jie a fact. which does not seem to be under 
stood outside the Board of Trade, that nine-tenthe 
of the daily attendants on the Board do not feel 
any interest whether much or little grain comes to 
the Chicago market, They buy andsell options for 
millions of bushels daily, and watch the receipts 
as posted on the bulletin-board only for the pur 
pose of judging how the daily receipts may affect 
prices for the time their options have to run, and 
feel no interest beyond that. Now, Mr. Editor, 
give the Board of Trade a rest, and call on out 
siders to look after their ownjinteresta. If they 
Wish to do so through the organization of the 
Board of Trade they will no doubt find the officers 
and members ready to cooperate with them. 
They area generous, wide-awake body, and when 
called upon to act for the general] interests of Chi- 
cayo, they move promptly and efficiently, —as wit- 
ness the election last fall, and again last April; 
they do not mind adjourning over for half a day, 
or a whole gay, when occasion requires. XX.

The Sults in the United States Court at Des 
Moines.

Drs Mois, Ia. May 20.—The 9th of June has 
been set for the trial of the cauecs of B. F. Allen, 
inthe United States Circuit Court here. Judge 
Miller, of the United States Supreme Bench, and 
Judge Love, of the District Court, -will preside. 
The first case will be tlre notable 
oo mortgage which Allen gave to Alien, Stephens 

Co., and which covers all his real estate in Iowa. 
Tue action is brought by H. Blennerhassett and II. 
A. Stephens inst Hoyt Sherman, assignee in 
bankruptcy of the estate of Allen, to foreclose the 
Biv pase. The fret question to be decided is as to 
Whether it is a mortgage. Should it be 
beld to be a valid mortgage, the chances for Allen's 
creditors will be mighty slim, as there is but little 
sise out of which anything can be realized.

MAJORITY AND MINORITY. 

The adjourned conference of city offictals and 
business men was held yesterday morning at 
the rooms of the Citizens’ Association. There 
was again a large attendance. The meeting was 
called for half-past 9 o’clock, but, the Commit- 
| tee appointed at Saturday’s conference not be— 
ing ready to report, it was near 11 before the 
proceedings began. 

In the absence of Mr. Freer, Ald. Aldrich was 
elected Chairman. Mr. Ambler officiated as 
| Secretary. 
| Mr. Elliott Anthony, in presenting the report 
| of the Sub-Coramittee, said: The Committee 
met on Saturday afternoon and invited Mr.

THE MINOKNITY REPORT. 

Mr. C. B. Farwell—I desire to offer a report 
on behalf of the minority of your Committee. 

The Chairman—Such a repos will be in order. 

Mr. Farwell then read as follows: 

Resolved, That this meeting advise the Financial 
Committee and Comptroller to anticipate the taxes 
of 1876, 1875, and 1874, and previous years, by 
issuing certificates in legal form, payable at such 
time as may be deemedadvisable by them, in such 
sume as may be necessary to provide for the wants 
of the city. : 

Mr. L. B. Sidway—I move that the majority 
report be adopted. 

OBIBCTIONS RAISED. 

Mr. John C. Haines—There are, I believe, some 
legal complications surrounding the affairs of 
the city that await the decision of the courts. 
That may take along time to accomplish, and 
in the meantime our fluances are suffering. Un- 
less the ordinance under which the 
Comptroller is acting is repealed, the Comp- 
troller continues to hold his place. 
There is a contest as towhether Mr. Hayes or 
Mr. Derickson is Comptroller ; and, as I understand 
it, you advocate the issue of paper in thie report 
thai no one will take. I should like to see it 
amended to read the Comptroller or fiscal agent 
of the city, which would obviate any dificulty 
arising out of the present complication. — 

Mr. Sidway—In answer to those objections, I 
wish to state that the Sub-Committee had a great 
deal of legal advice—probably a little too much— 
and all the legal questions were considered in de- 
tail. It was the feeling of the Committee, as I an- 
derstand it, to go as little into details as possible, 
and to make a report simply expressing the opin- 
one of this meeting, leaving the details to be car- 
ried out in the Council. N

A FORCED LOAN. 

Mr. Farwell—I am opposed to the D 
it is to 
a certain extent trying to make a forced loan. The 
preamble states we are unable to pay, and proposes 
to extend our indebtedness for three years, and pay 
pro rata to such persons as conclude to take those 
extended certificates. I claim there is no necessi- 
ty to do anything of the sort. It ought to be un- 
derstood that our new Administration comes in 
empty-handed. No moncy ie left over. and cannot 
ve under the emfstinglaw. What anew Adminis- 
tration has first to do is to ascertain how much 
money is needed for the year, aud then to prov ide 
for it by a tax levy. When this levy is made, to 4 
certain extent it is assets. The levy for the pres- 
ent year is from $4,000, 000 to $5, 000, 000, but it 
is well known that the collecting de- 
partment of the city wont get a 
dollar of this for eleven months, 
and the whole will not be procured for eighteen 
months. The fact of so many people interposing 
legal and all other objections to the payment of 
just taxes has rendered this meeting necessary. if 
every man would come up and pay dis just dnes 
and help to bear the burden of Government with 
his neighbors there would be no need for such a 
meeting.

SATISFACTORY TO THE HOLDERS OF THE CER- 

TIFICATES, 
I take it there is nobody who can tell what will be 
satisfactory to all of them. Sofar as 1 am advised, 
the holders of the largest certificates at least are 
aware of the dificulty,—thatis, that this money 
was raised to furnish money for the support of the 
city in different ways, the shortage having occured 
through the new law and the Gage defalcation. 
The revenue law for a great State is a very difficult 
thing to put into good shape, and particularly for 
a State like illinois, with its enormous agricultural 
interests, and the large commercial interests 
of this city, which are multifarious. 
This tax-fichting has gone on pending 
a decision of the Supreme Court. Amounts of past- 
due taxes have been pilgd up year after year, until 
we have at last gott@n this large amount. My

Ald. Throop—I didn't ask, This man furnished 
the material, and to my mind Chicago's debts are 
all sacred. I would like to see them 
all paid. I have been accused of violating 
my oath here because I didn't vote the 
other night to discharge Mr. Hayes. Now, I didn't 
take any oath, when I took the oath of office, that 
I wouldn't discharge Mr. Hayes, or that I would. 
It seems to me we had better not take any extreme 
measures until Chicago is out of the woods, until 
we know who is Mayor, and who has the right to 
govern Chicago, and when we know that I am pre- 
pared to take any responsibility that is necessary, 
to not only do my duty in one respect but in all re- 
apects, and to do the best 1 can to support the 
credit of Chicago. I don't care whether people 
have got contractors’ agreements or whether they 
are working by the day.

CAN GET ALL THE MONEY YOU WANT. 

Mr. King—We cannot. There is no difficulty in 
meeting the current expenses of 1876. All agree 
that the city has the right to issue certificates for 
its current expenses after the tax-levy has been 
made. The misfortune is, we have to spend our 
money before we can collect it. Consequently we 
are always a yearin arrears, and we cannot help 
that state of things until the law is changed. 

Mr. Farwell—I claim we can raise all the money 
we want at 7, and 1 think at 6, per cent if this 
resolution passes. 

Mr. King I did not make any statement about 
the bankers obtaining money on my own respon- 
sibility. Two of our principal bankers said the 
other evening that they doubted very much 
whether they could get money on those certificates. 

WHAT THE BANKERS THINK. 

Mr. Sturgis—I don't think the bankers are in- 
clined to doit. They want this issue of new cer- 
titlcates stopped right here. Weare not disposed 
to loan a dollar. We are disposed to help the 
present Council. If they want money temporarily, 
they can get it, but we don’t want any more certili- 
cates issued. 

Mr. Farwell- Under the law, you cannot loan the 
Government money without the issue of certifi- 
cates; it is abeolutely impossible. 

Mr. Sturgis—Any temporary certificates that they 
want they can get the money on right here. 
Those who hold the certificates in New York City 
will be glad to have the present Council agree to 
pay them in three years after date with 7 per cent 
interest. ILwasimn New York last week. They 
would like to get their money in four months, and 
i told them if the present Council agree to pay the 
certificates within three years they were mighty 
lucky, for we believed they were illegal. We 
haven't had, in fact, certificates for a long time. 
It is not the City of Chicago that issued those cer- 
tificates. It is those bummer Aldermen that put 
them out. 

Mr. Greenebaum—I amin favor of the majority 
report, but I desire to ask Mr. Farwell if he is 
willing to leave out the words 

“IN LEGAL FORM” 
from the minority report. 

Mr, Farwell—Certaialy. 

Mr. Greenebaum—This expression in legal 
form“ is simply a puzzler The idea of going back 
and borrowing money, except to pay out of the 
taxes heretofore levied which cannot be presumed 
to be inthe Treasury, raises an entirely ditlerent 
question, and comes into the general question that 
has been decided as illegal.

The Treartirer’s receipts from the Water Depart. 
ment yesterday were $5,400. County Treasurer 
Huck has paid in another $40, 000. 

The City- Hall offices and courte will be closed 
to-day to give employes and others a chance to 
honor the country's dead, should they see fy. 
There was a greatrushin the water-tax collec- 
tion office yesterday, as 10 per cent is to be added 
after June 1. The total daily receipts will amount 
to about $10, 000. 

The license receipts still continue to be small. 
The expected energetic action of the Council in 


regard to licensee will undoubtedly matenally in- 
crease the revenues in that branch. 


Some of the city eee who were discharged 
about the time of the change in the Administration, 
insist that they are levally entitled to draw their 
salaries up to the time in the future when the 
salaries will be paid, and intend to attempt to 
draw pay up to that date. 


Mayor Payne, of the City of Cleveland (they 
have but one Mayor there), called upon the officials 
at the City-Hail yesterday. lie expressed the 
opinion that Chicavo was a great city, and he liked 
itmuch. The doubie-barreled Government was to 
him a soarce of mach interest. 


Mayor Hoyne desired to pardon a man who is now 
in the Bridewell, and yesterday sent around to Mr. 
Hayes’ office and asked for awrit of execution 
(which writs are kept in the Comptroller's hands), 
but Mr. Hayes sent back word that Mr. Colvin was 
doing the city pardoning, and Mr. Hoyne could not 
have the writ. 


Mr. De Golyer, of the contraeting firm of De Gol- 
yer & Co., has discovered a new way to collect 
what is due him from persons for whom he has 
done paving. He demands the money first; if re- 
fused, he begins actively totearup the pavement 
in front of the house of the delinquent. The course 
very soon brings money in sight, and the pavement 
is replaced. 


The Sheffield avenne shaft of the Fullerton ave- 
nue conduit has been sunk, and work from that 
point is progressing rapidly in both directions, as 
is the case at the Larrabee street shaft. all obetruc- 
tions having been overcome. An interesting fea- 
ture of the excavations has been the notice of 
glacier marks made in the rock and extending as 
much as 300 feet. 


The Board of Health held a meeting yesterday 
morning. to think over the subject of the reorgani- 
zation of that department.

CANADIAN NEWS. 


A Question of Jurisdiction Now Agitating 
the People--Reserved Lands. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Toronto, May 29.—The Globe this morning has 
a special from London, Eng., which says on Friday 
night Sir Charles Adderly, in the Imperial House 
of Commons, said it was extraordinary that any 
one pretending to know should suppose that the 
Dominion act of 1857 excluded Canada from the 
effect of the operation of Imperial acts, or made 
Canadian bottoms other than British ships, It was 
a total mistake to suppose that the Confederation 
act altered the relation of Canadian subjects to the 
Imperial Parliament. A Canadian ship was a Brit- 
ish ship registered in Canada, and there 
was no distinction between the two. The 
bill was read 11 third time. The 
Globe has a vigorous editorial combating Sir 
Charles’ reasoning, and says: He might have re- 
membered that Canadian ships, like Canadian sub- 
jecta, may retain their nationality and yet be 
amenable up to a certain point solely to local juris- 
diction. A Canadian vessel sailing from Toronto 
to Chicago is a British ship; yet does Sir Charles 
mean to say he can subject her to British legisla- 
tive restrictions’? Both law and common sense are 
against any such notions.”

EXPOSITION+«NOTES. 


Prom Our Own Correspondent, 


PuiLape.ruia, May 26.—It is said that Pro 
thirds of all the French china4vare now manu- 
factured is sold in the United States. The state- 
ment is a little startling when one considers that 
France is the home of ceramica,—that more of 
this class of goods is made, and of a better qual- 
ity, in that country than in Germany and En- 
gland. Taking thetruth of the statement for 
granted,—and I have no reason to doubt the 
word of my informant, who is a leading French 


manufacturer, does it not indicate strongly the 


advance that our middle classes are making in 
culture and artistic taste? Tenor fifteen years 
ago, china was a rarer article on the tables of the 
wealthy than silver, and, whenever displayed, its 
old-fashioned shape and dingy hue proclaimed it 
at once as an heirloom. To-daythe exquisitely- 
tinted porcelain of Limoges or Vierzen is found 
in the villages of Wisconsin and IIlinois. 
Considering the great and increasing demand 
for this kind of goods jn the American market, 
itis not surprising that the French manufactur- 
ers have sent large exhibits to the Centennial, in- 
cluding some of the finest specimens ever produc- 
ed. “The display in many of its features is un- 
paralleled; certainly there was nothing like it 
in Vienna. Whether the art has progressed so 
decidedly in three years,or whether the porcelain- 
makers did not care to send their choicest 
wares to the Exhibition of 1873, I do not know, 
though inclining to the latter opinion. The 
exhibits here are arranged near the rotunda of 
the Main Building, at the beginning of the French 
department as one comes up from the main en- 
trance. Half-a-dozen firms are represented, and 
theirspaée occupics nearly 100 square fect.

II. 

China-ware, plain and decorated, is exhibited by 
a Parisian firm having factories at Limoges and 
Vierzom In examining the collection, one is 
struck with the uniformity of color which prevaiis 
throughout all the pieces. Not that they are more 
transparent than other French wares, nor that their 
decorations are more artistic; but the inhere nt tint 
of the china itself is so evenly distributed as tocall 
forth the admiration of the beholder. A close in- 
epection of a tea-set will generally reveal the fact 
that one piece isa trifle less pure in its wititeness 
than another. Of course, the difference is not so 
marked as to be noticeable ug@less carefully com- 
pared. Let that such a difference exists in nearly 
all the china-sets, is true. The reason for its not 
being found in these specimens is, that the firm—so 
am informed—use wood instead of bituniinous 
coal in their furnaces. 

Inavery pretty dinner-set that I noticed, the 
plates had their rims ground down almost to a ra- 
zor-edge. The only ornamentation consisted of a 
narrow band of gold-tracery on the outer circum- 
ference. Passingto the specimens that were more 
profusely decorated, I noticed a pair of vases 
standing about 15 inches high. These were ground- 
ed in azure, — the bow], or widest part of the vase, 
having a single wild-flower painted upon its sur- 
face. In holding the vase up to the light, one 
conld see the fingers of his hand through both 
thicknesses of its sides. The pair was valued at 
$175. The newest style of detoration is that in 
which the body of the vase is covered with platina, 
the figures, or flowers, or gilding, being laid over 
this coating. There were also some delicate tea- 
cups, almost as thin as paper, with a pink lining. 


III. 

The factory at Vierzon molds the porcelain, 
while the decoration is done at Limoges. The ma- 
terial from which the fairy structures are made is 
kaolin, or china-clay, with an admixture of a few 
chemicals, The glaze comes from feldspar. The 
French manufacturers claim a superiority over the 
English in their process of glazing. They heat the 
biscuit, or body, just enough to retain the glaze, 
which le then put on, and the fre is heated 1,200 
times hotter. This process, it is claimed, so 
thoroughly unites the substances that it is impos- 
sible for the porcelain ever afterward to erase, or 
separate, 

The Vierson factory has four furnaces in con- 
stant operation. In making a piece of china, a 
plaster cast ls fret prepared for use asa mold. In 
inis mold the kaolin is poured, aud the cast le then 
jnced in the kiln, Where it remains thirty-alx 
— lt je then taken out and allowed to coo! to 
the consistency of chaik. Then it le taken out of 
the mold and put in the bands of a skilled work 
man, who goes over it with a knife, carefully cary: 
ing the rough sketch into perfect proportions, This 
ina — separate process from the molding, and 
requires far finer workmanship, One-third of the 
pieces are spoiled either in moiding or carving, 

At Limoges, the crystal porcelain is given to an 
artixt for decoration. For the ner work, fre- 
quently the very bent and most celebrated painters 
are employed. The simple processes, however, 
are done by skilled workmen. Double-gilding Is 
one of these. It is accomplished by tracing on the 
vase, or plate, witha pen dipped in molten gold. 
Thie gives the delicate gilt leaves, and vinew and 
other devices, which are found 80 frequently on 
thie ware. If the outside of a vase is to be gilded 
completely, ae sometimes happens, the molten gold 
ix laid on the surface witha brush, and then polish- 
ed with blood-stones. Ground-laying isthe placing 
on of a certain color aniformly over the entire sur- 
face. This ie done by heating the vase, laying on 
it a coating of mucilage, and then sprinkling over 
this a certain-colored powder. 

Workmen in this branch of the manufacture are 
inadequately paid. It requires great patience and 
skill. They earn from $2 to $2.50 a day. Molders 
are paid by the piece. Of course, if an artist of 
reputation is employed to paint a picture or a vase, 
he commands his own price. 

IV. 
Jules Houry, of the Boulevard de Strasbourg, 


has an exceedingly rich exhibit of porcelains and

tion of china-ware, but manufactures fanciful and | 


artistic furnishings of all sorts. Some of his 
vases, however, are remarkable. There is one 
pair, of Renaissance style, having the s 
combination of serpents and human heads, and 
foliage and flowers pecdliar to that fashion. 
They are about 30 inches in height. The best 
lece of porcelain-painting that he has is found 
in a chandelier-pedestal, and represents a rural 
landscape.

Some of his pear-woad 
cabinets, inlaid with porcelain, are unexcelled for 
fine furniture.

The first thing to catch the eye as one enters 
the place len pair of tables standing in the 
middle of the floor. They are circular, and as 
pretty as they are round, and that is saying a 
great deal. (They are not deal, but of a much 
harder wood.) One of them is a sort of wood- 
mosaic, like a chessboard struck by lightning; 
the other is made of a sort of mahogany, and 
only two pieces are used to form the entire 
table. There is a good collection of stuffed 
birds in cases, most of them of gorgeous plum- 
age, like tropicaP birds in general; and there is 
a fine array of feathers, that evidently make 
fine birds, according to the old adage. Near 
these feathers there is a lot of 

VOLCANIC ROCKS, 

prettily arranged in cases, and they show a 
Freut variety. The Sandwich Islands have the 
boss-volcano of the globe,—a volcano with a 
crater 16 miles in circumference, and that gets 
up eruptions enough to scare a Kentuckian out 
of his boots. When they have an eruption, the 
natives get around and give their whole mind to 
it; and it frequently swallows and burns up a 
few hundred of them, just to convince them 
that the mountain can’t be fooled with. They 
couldn't bring the mountain here, and so they 
brought samples of it, which will answer our 
purpose jugs as well. Sulphur has a prominent 
place among these samples, and the specimens 
presented are of a fine quality. Properly ex- 
ploited, the sulphar mines of the Sandwich 
Islands oucht to make the basis of enough gunpow- 
der to kill all the inhabitants of the globe, and 
then have afew million tons to spare. Some of 
these volcanic rocks have curious shapes, particu- 
larly the lava, whichis turned and twisted in all 
sorts of directions atonce. One piece prescnts the 
appearance of a lot of fish wound gnd twisted to- 
gether, and, at first glance, I certainly thought that 
one of the projections was an unhappy perch which 
had been suddeuly petrified. 

One of the great produits of the Islands is 

SUGAR, 

and they are able to undersell the West India and 
other sugars, in the markets that border the Pacitic 
Ocean. More than ten years ago, the sugars from 
the Sandwich and the Society Islands drove the 
West India article out of the San Francisco mar- 
ket, and took complete control of it. They have 
since done the same with China and Australia, and 
have found their way, I believe, to England and 
other countries. The samples of sugar that they 
exhibit here are very attractiye, and | could readily 
believe what was told to me of the remarkable 
purity of the unrefined articl® Some of the stalks 
of the sugar-cane are exhibited, and they surpass | 
in size anything I ever saw from our Southern 
States or the West Indies Side by side with the 
sugare are kegs and boxes of coffee and rice. 
These articles are extensively cultivated in the 
Islands, but less so, I believe, than the sugars, and 
they are ciso found less profitable. A gentleman 
who has traveled much in the Pacific Islands pre- 
dicta that, before the end of the century, most of 
the sugar of the world will come from there, ex- 
cept in cases wherein the home-prodnct is protect- 
ed by heavy duties. Here is something for the 
Free-Traders and Protectionists to talk about, and 
grow red in the face in presenting the pros and the 
cons of the argument. 

Some samples of cocoanut-wood were shown, but 
they are neither extensive nor wrought into beau- 
tiful shapes. The cocoa-tree has a tough, coarse 
fibre, which adapts it to the heavier parts of a 
building, but docs not admit of a tine finish. A

CORALA, 

some of them quite large, and presenting a great 
variety of roots, stems, and branches. The coral 
insect is an industrious fellow, who doesn't bother 
his head about an eight-hour law, and never holds 
Granger meetings, nor demands that the Exhibi- 
tion shall be open on Sunday. He begins his 
work as soon as he ia born, and does not stop till 
he dies. No vacations, no Sundays off, no sprees, 
und no strikes, -A steady round of work, with no 
let up. No wonder he has accomplished so much 
inthe few millions of years his numerous family 
has been employed; he has built up whole islands, 
and formed thousands of dangerous reefa, on 
which many a good ship has been dashed to pieces, 
and many a sailor has met his death, One - 
trouble with the work of the coral inmect is, that 
itis constantly changing, o that no permanent 
chart can be made of the Tropical portions of the 
Pacific, 

Saddles on the Mexican plan are exhibited, and 
the workmanship ie no discredit to the makers, 
There is a fine collection of sea and land shells;

TUB BREAD-FRUIT-TRER. 
This bread-fruit-tree ie a wonderful thing in ite 
way. It furnishes a man with food, clothes, drink, 
and lodging. and does the same for his family and 
his neighbors and friends. He has only to climb 
the tree and supply himself with loaves, aud, 
if he is careful about the selection of his orchard, 
he can have nearly as much variety as in a well- 
regulated bakery. A good orehard for a family 
should have one tree producing plain bread, another 
that grows only Boston brown-bread, another that 
confines itself to sponge-cake, another for ginger- 
bread, and another for apple or mince-pies. A 
pork-and-beans-tree is also desirable, and so is one 
for sansages, and one for ham andeggs. Former- 
ly the natives were content with the plain bread- 
fruit-tree, but since they have become civilized 
and enjoyed - the advantages of intercourse with

It tsa Me- 
public, and has a President and Legislature, and a 
Government-machinery generally, that works very 
well. The chief business of the country is grazing 
and agriculture, and its chief exports are wool and 
hides. Great fortunce have been mode there in 
wool, and it forms the wealth of the country. In 
examining the exhibit in the main building, you 
discover at once the prominence of the wool-trade, 
There is a model wagon, laden with miniature 
Dales, to show the mode of transportation: and 
there are several cases filled with samples of wool. 
Some of them are very fine; and the statement 
made by the exhibitor, that the wool commands a 
high price, is readily received. There is a fine dis- 
play of ostrich-feathers; and there are three or 
our cases filled with birds of very brilliant plum- 
age. A by no means insignificant piece of work 
is the way in which the birds are ar- 
ranged upon trees and bushes adorned 
with artificial leaves and tiowers. ‘There is an ex- 
tensive collection interesting to an entomologist: 
and among the lot of beetles and bugs there are 
two or three scorpions with wicked-looking tails. 
There is one case filled with butiertlies and kindred 
insects, some of them with bright wings. but the 
most of them rather sombre in color. Sections of 
an Olive-tree 2 feet in diameter were shown me, 
and the exhibitor in charge told me that they had 
immense forests of that wood. The coat-of-arms 
of the Orange Free State bears an olive-tree in the 
centre, to show its importance: and near the tree 
there isa lion, who is supposed to make things 
lively for the settlers. There is a fine pair of tusks, 
which were once carried free of charge by an ele- 
phant; and there are samples of coal ana leather, 
—the latter including a fine set of harness. Native 
work is represented by some baskets woven of 
grass, and capable of holding water; and here are 
some odds and ends of carving and other things 
made by native hands. 
SPECIMENS OF ROUGH DIAMONDS 

are shown in a case in the centre of the room, —one 
of them weighing no less than 34 carats. The 
most important part of the South-African diamond- 
nelds is in the Orange Free State; but these fields. 
are now pretty nearly exhausted, though they are 
still worked in some quarters. They furnished so 
many diamonds fora few years that they brought 
ruin to @ great many diamond-merchants, and 
caused great consternation in the trade. Most of 
these diamonds are known as off color:” and 
this is particularly the case with the larger ones, 
which almost invariabiy have a yellowish tinge, 
more or less pronounced, which greatly reduces 
their value. The State had considerable 
trouble with its neighbors on account of the 
diamond-ficlds, and the difficulties are not alto- 
gether o at the presenttime. The Republic is 
only twenty years old, and is therefore still in its 
minority. Great things can hardly be expected of 
it; it has certainly done well, and made 4 very 
handsome exhibit foracountry so young. Three 
cheers for the Orange Free State: Hip! Hip! Hur- 
rah! .
